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BUSTS CT COST 


$100,000 A YEAR 


Nolte’s Aid Points to In- 
crease in Workhouse 
Expenses:— Says 65 
Pct. Sent There Have 
Prior Penal Records. 


The extensive practice of the 
Circuit Attorney's office, of reduc- 
ing charges against pérsons ac- 
cused of felonies is costing St. 


Louis taxpayers more than $100,- 
000 a year, George A. Fickeissen, 
administrative assistant to Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte, announced 
yesterday. 

Fickeigsen said the cost arises 
from increased expenditures at the 
City Workhouse, where he recent- 
ly made a survey at Nolte’s re- 
quest. 

As disclosed the Post- 
Dispatch, defendants were permit- 
ted to plead guilty to reduced 
charges, chiefly misdemeanors, in 
more than 60 per cent of the cases 
scheduled for tria] in Circuit Court 
in 1946. The result has been the 
imposition of a large number of 
jail or workhouse sentences,’ in-

stead of prison terms. 

“It can be safely stated,” Fick- 
eissen reported, “that 70 per cent 
of the entire population of the 
Cit} Workhouse are prisoners 
“who, upon conviction of original 
charges, could have been sent to 
the Missouri State Penitentiary.” 

The gituation has steadily grown 
worse, he said, and suggested the 
Matter be submitted to Mayor 
Kaufman's Citizens’ Tax Commit- 
tee for study. 

Of 397 inmates at. the workhouse 
as of last Tuesday, 239 were from 
the Circuit Courts for Criminal 
Causes, the report stated. Their 
fnearceration at the workhouse 
was attributed, in the most part, 
to the reduction of felonies to 
Jesser charges by the Circuit At- 
torney’s office. 

65 Pct. Have Prior Penal Records. 

“The workhouse is not being 
used as a segregation institution 
for first offenders because at 
least 65 per cent of the prisoners 
received from the Circuit and 
Criminal Correction Courts have 
prior penal institution records,” it 
Was stated. 

“Approximately 20 per cent of 
the inmates have ‘hold’ orders on 
them from officials of other cities 
‘and states. This indicates the dan- 
gerous of prisoners housed in 
this institution.” 

Fickeissen, who found that the 
operating cost of the workhouse 
would be $230,000 for the year, 
offered the conclusion that “the 
city should not be burdened with 
such a large percentage of crimi- 
nals who actually should be wards 
of the state.” 

“The workhouse was not built 
and is not staffed to handle prop- 
erly the dangerous-type criminals 
_'yeceived from the courts,” he said. 
“The taxpayers of St. Louis are 
being charged over $100,000 a 
year to support prisooners who 
fundamentaliy should be main- 
tained by the State.”

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 15 (AP)— 
Homer L. Loomis Jr., secre 
of the anti-Negro, anti-Jewish 
Columbiahs, was convicted today

The 33-year-old organizer of the 
hate group was sentenced Ful- 
ton Superior Court Judge Clarke 
Edwards Jr. to serve 12 months 
in a public works camp. The 
jury required only 29 minutes to 
reach its verdict. 

The defendant's father, Homer 
L. Loomis Sr., New York lawyer, 
immediately filed notice of appeal. 
Bond was set at $2000. 

Six supporters of Loomis clus- 
tered around him, one dressed in 
the khaki uniform of the group 
with lightning-bolt shoulder patch, 
as he was led off to jail until bond 
could be made, ; 

When Judge Edwards asked 
Loomis if he had a statement be- 
fore being sentenced, Loomis re- 
plied, “Is there anything to be 
gained by making a statement?” 
Judge Edwards answered, “I do 
not know,” and then sentenced 
Loomis, sgying “I have to enforce 
the law.” Previously, Judge Ed- 
wards warned the courtroom he 
would “punish severely” any ex- 
pressions of opinion in the court- 
room, 

Last night Loomis expounded 
his beliefs for three hours and 35 
minutes to the céurt in an un- 
sworn personal statement — per- 
mitted unders Georgia law. Only 
toward the end of his dissertion 
did he touch directly on the 
charge against him, asserting, “I 
did not heat the Negro nor con- 
spire with anyone to have it done, 
The only thing I hape done was 
try to'start a political movement 
to work for the white working 
people.” 

Loomis described himself as an 
“American Nationalist” who loved 
his country and race. He said he 
advocated deportation of all 
Negroes to Africa and forced as- 
similation of Jews with other 
races or their deportation.

Formally Objects to His 
Statement That Foreign 
Policy of U.S.S.R. Is 
‘Aggressive and Expan- 
sionist.’ 


LONDON, Feb. 15 (UP)—The 
Moscow radio reported tonight 
that Russia has sent a formal pro- 


test to the United States, directed 
at Under Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson for a statement in which 
he was quoted as saying “the 
foreign policy of Russia is aggres- 
sive and expanionist.” 


The Soviet protest termed Ache- 
son’s remarks “rudely slanderous 
and inimical toward the Soviet 
Union.” 


The Moscow radio said that the 
protest was handed to United 
States Ambassador Gen. W. Bedell 
Smith by Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov yesterday. 

Acheson’s remark was said to 
have been made in response to a 
question asked by Senator Ken- 
neth McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, 
during Senate hearings on the ap- 
pointment of David E. Lilienthal 
as chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Text of the broadcast: 

“On Feb. 10 of this year when 
the United States Senate was dis- 
cussing the appointment of Mr. 
Lilienthal as president of the 
commission on atomic energy, 
Senator McKellar, when address- 
ing the Deputy State Secretary, 
Mr. Acheson, permitted himself to 
ask: 


“Do you not suppose that 
Russia would have annexed the 
rest of Europe if she had had the 
atom bomb?’ 7 

“In cage this rude attack by 
Senator cKellar against the 
Soviet Union, the Deputy State 
Secretary, Mr. Acheson, replied: 

“'The foreign policy of Russia 
is aggressive and expansionist.’ 

“The account of this debate in 
the Senate, including the above- 
mentioned statement by Mr. Ache- 
son, was published on Feb. 11 by 
several American papers — the 
Washington Post, the New York 
Herald Tribune, and others—and 
also by the agency, United Press. 

“On Feb. 14, the foreign minis- 
ter of the U.S.S.R., V. M. Molotov, 
addressed to the United States 
Ambassador in Moscow, Mr. Smith, 
a note in which he stated that 
the Soviet Government draws at- 
tention of the United States Gov- 
ernment to the inadmissible con- 
duct of Mr. Acheson who permit- 
ted himself, in spite of his official 
position, to make in the Senate a 
declaration which is rudely slan- 
derous and inimical towards the 
Soviet Union. 

“The note also contains a re- 
quest of the Soviet Government to 
inform the Government of the 
United States of the above-men- 
tioned,”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (UP)— 
A Senate poll revealed tonight 
that 46 Senators favor confirma- 
tion of David Lilienthal as chair- 
man of the Federal Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, or are inclined 
to favor him on the basis of pres- 
ent evidence, 


There are $32 Senators commit- 
ted to vote against Lilienthal or 
leaning in that direction, 


The other 18 Senate members 
either were out of town or de- 
clined to take a stand at present. 
Forty-eight Senate votes will be 
needed to confirm Lilienthal if all 
members vote. 

Many of those who recorded 
their present sentiments empha- 
sized that their views are subject 
to change during future commit- 
tee hearings or in Senate debate 
on the hotly-contested nomination, 

The poll showed that 33 Demo- 
crats and 13 Republicans now 


either intend to vote for Lilienthal 
or are inclined to do so, Twenty- 
four Republicans and eight Demo- 
are decided or inclined to vote 
against him. 

It was clear that the present 
margin in favor of Lilienthal will 
not necessarily stand up. In the 
last few days, six or more Sena- 
tors, mostly Republicans, have an- 
nounced their intention to vote 
against him. Some were revealing 
their stand for the first time, oth- 
ers previously had been counted 
for him.

Several U.S. Business Men 
Aboard — Most Deaths 
in Any Commercial 
Plane Accident. 


BOGOTA, Colombia, Feb, 15— 
(UP)—A four-motored passenger 
plane of the Colombian Avianca 
Airlines smashed into a _ cloud- 
shrouded, 9000-foot. peak today. 


The mayor of a mountain village 
said that all of the 50 persons 
aboard had been killed. 

The airliner, carrying 46 pas- 
sengers, including several United 
States business me, and four 
crew members, pléwed into tower- 
ing Mount Tablazo, some 30 miles 
northwest of Bogota, ‘The mayor 
of the little town of Supata tele- 
phoned Avianca officials that the 
wreckage had been found and 
that all aboard had been killed, 

It was the worst commercial 
airline accident in history, The 
death toll exceeded the worst pre- 
vious crash—that of an American 
Airlines plane in Newfoundland 
last October when 39 persons were 
killed, 

The big DC-4 was flying from 
Barranquilla to Bogota and was 
in radio contact with the Techo 
Airdrome up until about half an 
hour before it was due to land. 
Farmers and villagers along the 
route said the plane was flying too 
low to clear the Sierra Sabana 
range. 

The plane’s radio operator ap- 
parently was in touch with the 
airport just before the craft 
smashed into the towering peak 
with an explosion that was heard 
for miles, One farmer near the 
village of Subachoque said he saw 
the plane crash and roll into a 
canyon, 

The plane had radioed at 12:18 
p.m, that it ‘expected to land at 
the Techo airdrome at 12:55 p.m.

Bitter at Halting of U.S. 
Aid Which He Consid- 


ers Only Prolonged 
Struggle With Reds.

NANKING, Feb. “15 (AP)—The 
United States’s decision to with- 
hold further armaments and cred- 
its from the Chinese government 
is blamed by Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek for‘*prolonging the civil 
war, which he is determinéd to 
end by smashing the-Chinese Com- 
munist armies, sources closest to 
the Chinese leader declared today.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 — A 
group of House Democrats op-

Congressman Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, ranking Democratic 
member of the House Appropria- 
tion Committee, said the state- 


ment constituted a minority re 
port of the Democrats who op- 
posed the reduction voted yester- 
day by the joint congressional 
committee on the budget. 
Warning by Vandenberg. 

Earlier today Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.,) Michigan, came out 
against any cuts that would force 
this country to “disarm alone.” 

Vandenberg, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, told a reporter he fears a pro- 
jected $1,750,000,000 reduction in 
Army and Navy funds may upset 
American prestige in troubled in- 
ternational affairs. 

“I shall vote for the maximum 
economy which ig not at the ex- 
pense of American prestige, au- 
thority and safety in an uneasy 
world,” he declared. 

“But I shall never vote to dis- 
arm alone and I fear this is the 
result of the pending budget 
ra epee ts I await the 
acts.” 


Purpose of Delay. 

The minority statement was

Three bills to regulate tourist 
eamps, drafted by Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach, were 
indorsed in principle yesterday by 
all seven St. Louis County Rep- 
resentatives and a State Senator 
at a meeting with Wallach in his 
office in Clayton.

in the State Legislature, either 
as a single bill or as three sep- 
arate measures. 

Their action was prompted by 
the shooting of J. Vincent Rear- 
don on Feb. 8 by his 14-year-old 
daughter, Mary Catherine, result- 
ing in his death and the death of 
Michael Anthony D’Arcy, 13. Mary 
and Michael had spent the pre- 
vious night in a tourist cabin near 
Wentzville, St. Louis county, 
and were running away from their 
homes.

Memorial to Joseph Pulitzer; 
Fraternity Will Place Marker Here 


Selection by Sigma Delta Chi— Ceremony 
April 10, on 100th Anniversary of Birth ~ 
of Post-Dispatch Founder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 15—A marker 


in memory of Joseph Pulitzer, 
founder of the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, will be placed in St. 


Louis by Sigma Delta Chi, na- 
tional professional journalistic 
fraternity, next April 10, which 
will be the 100th anniversary of 
Mr. Pulitzer’s birth. 

A spot connected with the fa- 
mous publisher’s career in St. 
Louis will be selected as the lo- 
cation for the marker. It will 
be the third such memorial to an 
American journalist placed by the 
fraternity., The others, commemo- 
rating earlier figures, are in Ben- 
nington, Vt., honoring Anthony 
Haswell, and in San Francisco, 
in memory of James. King of 
William. : 

Haswell (1766-1816), editor and 
publisher of the Vermont Gazette, 
was imprisoned in 1800 for op- 
posing the Alien and Sedition 
Acts as “threats to the newborn 
democracy and to freedom of the 
press.” A granite boulder, bear- 
ing the record of this fact was 
placed in 1942 at the site of his 
first printing press. 

James King of William was 
founder of the San Francisco 
Bulletin, and was assassinated 
May 20, 1856, on a street corner 
by a public official whose crim- 
inal record he had exposed. The 
murderer was hanged by a vig- 


llance committee. The King me- 
morial was placed on the ninetieth 
anniversary of the assassination, 
last May. . 

April 10 marks not only the cen- 
tennial of Joseph Pulitzer’s birth, 
but the fortieth anniversary of his 
retirement from active manage- 
ment, on his sixtieth birthday in 
1907, and the promulgation of the 
Post-Dispatch Platform, now pub- 
lished daily at the head of the 
editorial page. He founded the 
Post-Dispatch in December 1878, 
and bought the New York World 
in 1883. He died on his yacht in 
Charleston Harbor, 8.C., Oct. 29, 
1911, 

Announcement of the 1947 selec- 
tion for memorial honors was 
made by Victor E. Bluedorn, exec- 
utive secretary of the fraternity, 
at its national headquarters here. 
Floyd C. Shoemaker, secretary and 
librarian of the State Historical 
Society of Missouri, Columbia, and 
editor of the Missouri Historical 
Review, is chairman of the his- 
toric sites committee. 

Members of the committee, 
named by Barry Faris, editor-in- 
chief of International News Serv- 
ice, are: Richard L. Neuberger, 
Portland Oregonian; John Temple 
Graves II, Birmingham Age-Her- 
ald; George Fort Milton, Buffalo 
Evening News; Kirk E. Mechem, 
Kansas Historical Quarterly; and 
Stuart M. Long, news interpreter, 
Station KTCB, Austin, Tex. 


, Albanese said he would attempt 
again Tuesday at the committee's 
meeting to get the members to 
agree to hold a hearing on the 
bill.

The measure would establish 
maximum fares at 35 cents for the 
first mile and 20 cents for each 
additional half mile, regardless of 
the number of passengers carried 
in a taxicab, It would require the 
driver to reset his meter at zero 
each time a customer alights. 
This would eliminate the practice 
of some drivers charging full fares 
to each of several passengers 
when all are going in the same 
direction but to different destina- 
tions, ‘ 


City license fees for each cab 
would be raised from $15 to $150 
annually. Regulation by the 
Board of Public Service, which 
originated the bill after having 
considerable difficulty in admin- 
istering the present ordinance, 
would be increased by the meas- 
ure. 


Each cab would have to be cov- 
ered by $10,000 and $20,000 liabil- 
ity insurance. Only $2500 and 
$5000 are required by the present 
ordinance. The measure requires 
all cabs to be equipped with me- 
ters. Soliciting of passengers and 
cruising would be prohibited. 


Service car regulations proposed 
in the bill include granting ‘the 
Board of Public Service authority 
to designate routes and require 
the cars to be operated on regu- 
lar schedules. Maximum fares of 
25 cents for a trip along the en- 
tire route would be established by 
the bill. No route could contain 
more than three zones with a 
maximum charge of 10 cents per 
zone, It would establish a servy- 
ice car license fee of $200 per 
year, Previously, service cars li- 
censes fees were based on horse- 
power. 


HARRY SCULLIN 
DIES; CHAIRMAN 


Succumbs at 79 of Dia- 
betes and Shock Fol- 


lowing Fall — Funeral 
Tomorrow. 


Funeral services for Harry 
Scullin, chairman of the board of 
the Scullin Steel Co., will be held 
at the Scullin home on Ladue road 
in St. Louis County at 9:30 a.m. 
tomorrow, followed by mass at 
Our Lady of the Pillar Catholic 
Church at Chaminade College, at 
10 a.m, The body willbe en- 
tombed at the Scullin mausoleum 
at Calvary Cemetery. 


Mr. Scullin died yesterday at 
St. John’s Hospital, of diabetes 
and shock. He fell at the hospital 
a week ago, suffering a fractured 
hip. He was 79 years old, and had 
been in ill health in recent years. 
He had been under treatment at 
the hospital for about a month. 

A colonel in the Army Reserve 
Corps, Mr. Scullin was known to 
his friends as Col. Scullin. He had 
been active in Democratic politics 
and headed the St, Louis commit- 
tee of the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration in 1933. 

He also served as a member of 
the Municipal Airport Commission, 
to which he was appointed in 1933 
by then Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann. He served as City Excise 
Comntfissioner for a year beginning 
in April, 1934, in which position he 
headed enforcement of the city’s 
liquor control ordinances. 


Mr, Scullin served as president 
of the Associated Industries of 
Missouri in 1928. He was elected 
resident of the St. Louls Mart, 
ne., in 1932. 

The St. Louls Mart Inc., is the 
operating company for the St. 
Louis Mart building, Twelfth 
boulevard and Spruce street. He 
retained an interest in the build- 
ing for a number of years. 


Born at Leavenworth, Kan., he 
attended St. John’s College at 
Fordham, N. Y., and St. Louis 
University. 


He organized the steel firm, 
then called the Scullin-Gallagher 
Iron & Steel Co., with his father, 
the late John Scullin, in 1898. 
He served as president of 
the firm until 1944, when he be- 
came chairman of the board, The 
name of the firm was changed 
to the Scullin Steel Co. in 1911.

Neither management nor 
labor wants it, because labor 
wants to be free to exercise its 
bargaining power and m 
ment realizes that if this freedom 
is curtailed whatever agency cur 
tails it assumes a responsibility 
for determining not only wages 
but profits. 

Two avenues of approach to this 
dilemma seem to the committee 
members to offer a more prom- 
ising solution than compulsory ar- 
bitration. One is some form of

He made this assertion yester-

In bargaining with auto indus 
try management, Reuther said, 
“we are going to take the same 
position this year as we took 
last year, but the extent of the 
wage increase which can be made 
without a price increase must be 
determined by the facts. We pre- 
fer to work it out through collec- 
tive bargaining, but when that 
fails, we can then determine some 
other method.

the horse-trading basis are over. 
We need to know unit costs of 
production—and all those costs 
that go into the making of the 
product. We must know what 
‘materials cost, what labor costs 
and what overhead costs.” 

These confidential detaiis can 
be confined to the bargaining 
table and not made public, 
Reuther said, but they must be 
known for scientific bargaining 
on a factual basis. 

Responsibility to Public, 

Because of the integrated char- 
acter of the economy, Reuther 
gaid, labor and management have 
a public responsibility in bargain- 
ing. What they come up with, 
he said, must be, judged on all 
the facts. Neither labor nor man- 
agement, nor both/in one industry, 
can act as a self-sufficient pres- 
gure group, he said. They must 
be motivated by all essential facts 
in order to avoid economic chaos, 
he added. : 

The UAW president said free 
enterprise will not survive if it 
gerves only, one group, the em- 
ployer group. It must meet the 
needs of all the people. Free en- 
terprise, he asserted, “must be 
judged by performance, not .by 
slogans.” 

Reuther maintained the Toledo 
plan for industrial peace did a 
good job in Toledo because of 
acceptance of the mutual respon- 
sibility there by management, and 
labor. If the- same kind of re- 
sponsibility were shown by labor 
and management at the bargain- 
ing table, he added, similar pro- 
gress in industrial relations would 
be made. He said the Toledo 
plan was being explored in Detroit, 
where he lives, but emphasized 
the “explored.” 

Doubtful of Anti-Labor Bills. 

He doubted whether the pres- 
ent Congress would pass repres- 
give anti-labor legislation for two 
reasons: 

“A lot of ambitious Republicans 
were more concerned with 1948 
than anything else. 

“There is no simple answer to 
industrial relations. As they get 
deeper into the subject, they dis- 
eover that their simple answers 
are no panacea.” 

Reuther said there appeared to 
be a marked tendency to get la- 
bor legislation enacted at the 
state instead of the national level. 
He also commented that many in- 
dustries do not desire elimination 
of industry-wide bargaining. ‘The 
acope of. the bargaining must 
grow from the nature of the in- 
dustry,” he said. yy 

“We have organized the unor- 
ganized,” he declared, “Now it’s 
our job to unionize them. We must 
educate them to work together as 
union men and women for the 
benefit of the entire people.”

HOSPITAL AID 


Rural Areas Also Fight Moves for School 


Tax Rises—Cities Bearing Major 
Part of Expenses. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15.—A 
program of determined resistance 
to legislation which would force 
local .areas of the state to bear 
a much greater proportion of the 
costs of state governmental activi- 
ties, is developing in many of the 
rural counties. It is expected to 
involve two of the most conten- 
tious issues in the present Legisla- 
ture. 

The question is whether the 
counties as a whole shall pay 
about $2,000,000 more a year for 
the support of their indigent 
mental patients in state hospitals, 
and whether rural districts, which 
now depend in a great degree on 
the state for the support of their

schools, will be required to pro- 
duce more than twice the local 
money they do now. 
Burden of Costs Shifted 
As state revenues have ex- 
panded rapidly in the last 15 


years, there has been a growing 
tendency on the part of rural leg- 
islators, who control both branches 


local relief legislation was en- 
acted. 

The greater portion of the 
state’s general revenue is derived 
from the sales tax, which in the 
first seven months of this fiscal 
year produced more than $34,000,- 
000, from the income tax and from 
liquor taxes. The larger portion 
of these taxes come from the larg- 
er cities, 

The result in the shift of impor- 
tant expenditures from the rural 
treasuries to the state treasury has 
had the effect of placing on the 
larger cities the major portion of 
the cost of activities which many 
persons class as purely local, 

Many Counties Are Poor 

Legislators are fully aware that 
to some extent this is necessary, 
and that some of these local gov- 
ernmental services are as much 


than 20 cents on the $100 valua- 
tion. Immediately many districts, 
which previously had levied 40 or 
50 cents or more reduced their 
levy to 20 cents. They reduced the 
amount of taxes which they paid 
for support of their schools, but 
were eligible for state funds. 


The state allotment is obtained 
from a legislative appropriation 
of one-third of all the general 
revenues of the state. In 15 years 
the size of the allotment has in- 
creased from about $3,000,000 a 
year to an estimated more than 
$25,000,000 this year. 

Just why the schools have not 
made progress in. many districts 
with these increased state reve- 
nues is a matter to be considered 
in the state survey which soon 
will get under way, but it is gen- 
erally agreed that they have not. 


Proposal For Higher Tax. 

A proposal which will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature under the 
sponsorship of the House Republi- 
can leaders will be to force the 
rural districts to increase their 
local school taxes. The attempt 
will be made to deny state aid to 
districts which do not levy a rate 
of at least 65 cents on the $100 
valuation. 

If this act should be passed it 
would close the schools in districts 


which failed to make the increased 
levy. Sponsors of the bill do not 
believe any district in Missouri 
would permit such a situation to 
develop. They are confident that 
many school consolidations would 
result and that all districts would 
levy the 65-cent tax, 


It is not expected that there 
will be the concerted opposition to 
the school tax bill that there will 
be to the increase in county pay- 
ments for patients in state hos- 
pital, but almost any school bill 
is controversial and one that 
means increased taxes is certain

public services, and that most of 
the tax money must come from 
the centers of population, where 
the wealth is. 


However, there also is the reali- 
zation that a benevolent state is 
being imposed on to enable many 
local cOmmunities to avoid taxes 
which they could pay. 


The underlying purpose of pro- 
posed mental hospital and school 
legislation is not to penalize these 
communities, nor to relieve the 
state of supplying the funds 
which it now contributes. Rather 
it. is to improve the services of 
the mental hospitals and the rural 
school facilities, 


Action Urged by Donnelly. 


Gov, Donnelly directed attention 
to the situation in the hospitals 
in his biennial message at the 
opening of the Legislature Jan. 8, 
and urged that the amount paid 
by the counties for the support 
and care of their indigent insane 
be about trebled., 


For many years prior to 1935, 
counties paid the state $18 a 
month for each insane person 
sent to a state hospital. The Leg- 
islature in 1935 reduced the 
amount of this county payment to 
$6 a month. 


Immediately there was a marked 
increase in the number of pa- 
tients. Most of the counties, which | 
had maintained county homes in 
which they housed and cared for 
senile persons, found that the $6 
paid the staté was far less than 
the cost of caring for these per- 
sons in county homes, and began 
sending them to the state institu- 
tions. 

As a result the hospitals be- 
came crowded with patients who 
were not insane, but were merely 
aged and homeless. They did not 
require hospital care, only a roof 
over them and food and clothing. 
With many hundreds of such; 
| C25CS, the hospitals have been 
g| Unable to receive many mental pa- 
tients who needed treatment. 


Need For More Housing 


The Governor directed attention 
g to the fact that additional hospital 
m| buildings: were needed, but that 
. they could not be erected imme- 
diately to meet the present press- 
ing need. On the theory that if 
the cost to the county was sub- 
stantially increased many coun- 
ties would withdraw many of the 
patients who did not need hospital 
care, he recommended that the $6 
monthly payntent per patient be 
increased to $25. 

“I believe,” he said, “that dras- 
tic changes should be made in the 
operation of our state hospitals to 
the end that they cease to be 
custodial institutions for senile 
people and that more emphasis be 
laid on treating those who are 
mentally ill.” 

That the counties will vigorous- 
ly oppose the Governor’s recom- 
mendation has been indicated for 
several weeks, and was brought

School Problem.

Supplies Remain Under 
Safety Level Despite 


Gains, Official Says —|_ 


Unloading Rushed. 


By TOM WILLIAMS — 

LONDON, Feb. 15 (AP)—Britain 
faced an indefinite continuance of 
the power blackout today. 

Manufacturers in the Manches- 
ter area stated the industrial ‘par- 
alysis there would last at least a 
second week despite a Government 
announcement of “real and steady 
progress” in the six-day battle to 
move storm-bound coal supplies. 

An army of workers, preparing 
to work overtime tomorrow, toiled 
into the night unloading coal ships 
and trains racing supplies from 
Welsh and northeastern pit heads. 
However, Sir Guy Nott-Bower, Un- 
der Secretary of Fuel, said “stocks 
have only just begun to move up- 
wards and still stand well below 
the safety leve!.” 

Despite his report of progress in 
the battle, he refused to estimate 
when the crisis would end, and 
said some form of restrictions on 
electricity use would stay for many 
months and perhaps years. 

Industrialists in the great porth- 
ern mantfacturing area surround- 
ing Manchester announced that 
members of the Northwest Region- 
al Board of Industry “did not feel 


disposed to recommend resump-/. 


tion of power for industry before 
a week from next Monday.” 

The original announcement of 
the power restrictions, which have 
thrown 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 out of 
work, said they would be in effect 
for three or four days beginning 


last Monday. 
Workers Hear Attlee. 


Prime Minister Attlee, who ap- 
peared at a Manchester meeting of 
thousands of workers made idle 
by the shutdown, declared “it must 
never happen again.” 

“I am confident,” he added, 
“that despite the serious problems 
we have to overcome, we shall 
bring the economic and social life 
of this country to a new level of 
prosperity.” 

Industrialists and trade unions 
in Yorkshire, outside the power 
blackout area, agreed to voluntary 
short-term shutdowns to save coal. 

Attlee’s special “coal cabinet” 
will meet Tuesday when it is 
hoped rising temperatures and 


improved coal distribution will |. 


permit a day to be set for indus- 
trial production to be resumed. 

When restrictions are gradually 
lifted, the current will flow first 
to the factories in 38 counties, big- 
gest industrial producers in the 
nation, where all but essential in- 
dustry has been shut down. 

Long-Range Plight. 

Notl]-Bower, in referring to Brit- 
ain’s long-range plight, said “in 
view of the rising consumption of 
electricity some form of restric- 
tion, though not necessarily the 
present restriction, will continue 
indefinitely.” 

The Government has said re- 
pairs and additions to Britain’s 
rundown power generating plants 
cannot be completed before 1950. 

“The Government is already 
working out plans and considering 
measures they could adopt until 
new power stations are built and 
new equipment is provided to meet 
the demand,” Notl-Bower said. 


Attlee Rejects Coalition. 
Prime Minister. Attlee said to- 
night that talk ofa coalition gov- 
ernment for Britain was “com- 
plete and utter nonsense.” 


“We have no intention whatever 
of having a coalition and I don’t 
think the other side would want 
it,” Attlee declared in a speech at 
Hanley. 

Labor party ministers joined 
Winston Churchill’s wartime co- 


alition government “for the pur- < 


pose of winning the war,” Attlee 
said, adding that if any members 
of the Conservative party joined 
his Labor government “they will 
have to carry out a mandate of 
socialist policy.”

The Government, he said, “took 
the reasonable precautions we 
could; but, when you are walking 
on a narrow edge, you have to 
take a careful balance as to what 
you can do best for your people.

BUDAPEST, Feb. 15 (AP)—An 
additional United States grant of 
a $15,000,000 surplus property 
credit to Hungary was announced 
today. It was viewed in some 
‘quarters as a political loan aimed 
at bolstering anti-Communist ele- 
ments in Hungary. The grant 
brought total United States cred- 
its to Hungary to $30,000,000. 

The announcement, made by 
Minister H. F, Arthur Schoenfeld, 
said the step was taken “to the 
end that the Hungarian people 
under the leadership of their free- 
ly elected government might at- 
tain political and economic sta- 
bility and thus be in a position 
to participate fully within the 
family of independent nations.” 

(The State Department, in an- 
nouncing the grant in Washing- 
ton, said: “It is hoped that ar- 
rangements can be concluded at 
an early date under which further 
economic aid for Hungary will be 
forthcoming.”

Air-Conditioning Industry Begins 
New Era After War’s Slow-Down

The days of Mark Twain, when 
the weather was a great conversa- 
tion piece, but nobody, according 
to the author, did anything about 
it, are gone into the limbo. Today 
man's effort to do something 
about the weather — particularly 
weather indoors — is a huge, 
sprawling and widely diversified 
industrial giant, 

This effort is popularly called 
“sir-conditioning.” It has invaded 
the field of heating in winter and 
refrigeration in summer and come 
up with hybridized products in- 
volving the two fields that still 
are in their infancy, and may, in 

to come, completely revolu- 
tionize most business and indus- 
trial procedures and living, in gen- 
eral. 


* The term “air-conditioning” has 
eome to be loosely used and often 
is applied to things that haven't 
much to do with “conditioning” 
the air or indoor weather. Then, 
too, it is applied to installations 
that produce a partial condition- 

_ go that when a place is called 
“sir-conditioned” one needs to ask 
further questions to know exactly 
what is meant. 

Complete conditioning involves 
cleansing the air and control of 
both temperature and moisture to 
produce a combined range of fac- 
tors most pleasant for human 
habitation, or, in industrial 
processes, most suitable for the 
process to be carried on in the 
eonditioned area. 

Ind Moves Forward. 

Although the principles involved 

are simple and established on basic 

cal laws, libraries of tech- 
nical engineering data have been 
prepared on the subject, and 
reams of advertising and “pub-

While technical progress in the 
field of air-conditioning was not 
stopped by the war, installations 
in civil establishments were 
stopped.

'of a frame superstructure is not 


as great as that of a masonry 
superstructure, foundation walls 


| for the two types of buildings 


will ordinarily be of the same 
thickness. For the benefit of those 
|}who have no particular building | 


knowledge, this will require some 
explanation. Foundation walls re- 
sist principally lateral forces 
caused from earth or water pres- 
sure, which act just the same 
whether the walls support a light 
or heavy load. Since, therefore, 
foundation walis resist both hori- 
zontal and vertical forces, the 
heavier masonry walls. of the 
superstructure assist in the sta- 
bility to a greater degree than the 
lighter loads cauged by frame 
superstructures, 

Assuming a normal case, the 
ordinary house has a 7 foot base- 
ment or cellar story height, and 
the foundations must have the 
following minimum thicknesses: 

For walls of solid Masonry 

In basement — 10 inches 

In cellar — 12 inches 
| For walls of concrete, the 
thicknesses of walls are to be 
calculated for strength. 

For walls of hollow masonry. 

In. basement—12 inches 
In cellar—14 inches 

It will be recalled that founda- 
tion walls of hollow or solid ma- 
sonry units are to be plastered or 
pointed on the exterior faces with 
cement and sand, below the 
ground. 

Points to Remember. 


Construction of exterior and in- 
terior walls and partitions, the 
setting of floor joists, ceiling 
joists and roof rafters does not 
vary from practices used in 
Louis for many years. There are 
a few points that should be re- 
membered: 

(a) Studs of bearing partitions 
are to extend through the floor 
to the supporting beam, or if this 
is not possible, then on doubled 
floor joists. 

(b) Top plates of bearing parti- 
tions are to be doubled, 

(c) All . exterior and interior 
walls and partitions are to be 
firestopped at first and second 
floor lines, either with two inches 
of wood or with incombustible 
material, such as mineral wool. 
NOTE: Firestopping, when done 
during the construction of the 
house adds very little to the 
cost, but by its very presence 
a life may be saved during 4 
fire. Firestopping, as the name 
indicates, retards the spread of 
fire and is therefore a valuable 
adjunct in a house. 

(d) Stairways are to be simi- 
larly fire-stopped. 

(e) Openings for water pipes, 
ducts and other service pipes are 
to be specially surrounded with 
incombustible material, wherever 
they pass through any fire stop- 
ping. 

(f) First floor joists are to be 
thoroughly spiked to wall studs 
and wall plates, which in turn 


should come in contact 
ground, 


or basement to support upper 
floors and partitions. 

(h) All columns must rest on 
masonry bases—no wood or steel 


must be anchored to the masonry 
foundation walls. 

(g) Wood or metal columns and 
beams may be used in the cellar

Informed of their verdict, Lentz 
said: “There is a possibility we 
were all wet. However, they 
looked like bear tracks to us.

AFRICAN STATES 


Says Continent Eventually 
Will Require Federa- 
tion, but He Doesn’t 
Expect It Soon. 


By RUSSELL LANDSTROM 

CAPETOWN, South Africa, Feb. 
15 (AP) — Prime Minister Jan 
Christiaan Smuts said in an inter- 
view today that a United Africa 
would be one of the greatest bul- 
warks of peace and mainstays of 
Western civilization. 

“A conflict hag arisen between 
Western civilization and other 


claimants to its high position, and 
we want to preserve this part of 
the world in particular—young, 
uninhibited South Africa—for that 
civilization,” the veteran states- 
man said. 


Visualizing a “quite loose but 
highly co-operative” Pan-African 
system, Smuts said a “consortium 
of sovereign units on this conti- 
nent would exercise profound in- 
fluence as an international stabi- 
lizer.” 


“Our goal lies: somewhere be- 
tween” the federal system of the 
United States and the grouping of 
independent republics in South 
America, he said in reference to 
his idea of a Pan-Africa—“a kind 
of federation which leaves local 
administration and state sover- 
eignty to their tasks and does not 
overload the master machine.” 


Although he said “no one can 
predict the tempo of events in 
Africa, particularly north of ‘the 
Sahara,” it was likely that “for 
quite an appreciable time the pres- 
ent state of affairs probably will 
continue, so long as various eco- 
nomic interests are properly ad- 
ministered.” 
Conditions on the whole, how- 
ever, are eminently suitable for 
the eventual development of one 
big system in Africa, he said. 
“All great interests of trade, 
communications and education, to- 
gether with population movements 
call for the utmost co-operation 
among these states,” he declared. 
Touching on the controversy in 
the United Nations where South 
Africa failed to obtain approval 
for bringing its Southwest Africa 
mandated territories into the 
union, Smuts said: “We want to 
build up this union and expand it 
as circumstances warrant, as 
North America was built up.” 
“North America was not built 
up as a red Indian continent... . 
As in North America our natives 
will share in this progress of ours 
instead of wallowing in misery, 
disease and witchcraft.” 
Declaring “Africa is the reserve 
continent and South Africa geo- 
graphically holds the key position 
in the world,” the Prime Minister 
said his country was being drawn 
ever closer to Amerca, not only 
in trade relationships but cultur- 
ally and psychologically. 
“Our pull is to the future and 
therefore enormeusly beneficial to 
the war-stricken countries,” he 
said, * 


REICH PRIEST ATTACKS YANK 
AND POLISH GUARD, IS SHOT 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Feb. 
15 (API—A German priest who 
assaulted an American soldier and 
a Polish guard in protest against 
the removal of requisitioned furni- 
ture from a house at Durlach, 
near Karlsruhe, was shot and 
killed by the Polish guard, the 
Army reported tonight. 


The provost marshal’s office 
said the priest, the Rev. Erich 
Blink, apparently was mentally 
deranged. 

He entered the house and struck 
Sgt. Reed W. Hooker, who then 
ordered Pvt. Franciszek Bilski, 
the pole, to escort him from the 
premises, the official report stated. 

The priest took off his coat and 
hat and charged the guard with 
a heavy club. The guard fired a 
warning shot in the air and, when 
the priest continued to advance, 
the guard shot him, in the head. 


DAILY PAPERS’ CIRCULATION 
RECORD 50,751,000 IN 1946 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 15 (AP) 
—Circulation of daily newspapers 
in this country reached a record 
50,751,000 last year — a gain of 
nearly 2,000,000 over the previous 
year, the 1947 edition of N. W. 
Ayer & Son's directory of newspa- 
pers and periodicals disclosed to- 
day. 

The directory, which said it was 
the fifth consecutive year that 
daily newspaper circulation gained,

An exhibition of 40 finished oil 
and 37 sketches by Ganz Propper, 
Artists’ Guild member, opened 
Friday at the guild, 812 Union 
boulevard. Four of the paintings 
have been shown within the last 
five years at the City Art Mu- 
seum in annual Missouri Exhibi- 
tions, but the majority are new 
and several show recent develop- 
ment. A reception for all inter- 
ested in art is to be held at 3 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Typical of Mrs. Propper’s realis- 
tic style is “Harold Zabrac,” u 
ortrait of a young St. Louis pian- 
st now studying in Chicago. 
Painted while the sitter was day- 
dreaming at the:piano, the picttre 
tries to capture, the artist said, 
the “vanishing boyish look of a 
big lad of 16, when the thoughts 
of youth are long, long thoughts,” 
“Girl in Cerise” exemplifies the 
vigorous, strong craftsmanship 
that marks the show as a whole. 
Virtuosity in producing the ‘nat- 
ural translucent glow of flesh is 


matched by an artist’s feeling for | M 


color and design. Ruddy echoes 
of dress are in hair and lips. The 
background, varying from yellow 
to blue, does not conflict with the 
subject and yet gives the canvas 
a life and movement of its own. 
Similar treatment is apparent in 
“Little Girl Blue.” . 


Trend to Expressionism. 

Two of Mrs. Propper’s : latest 
works are “Bucket Brigade” and 
“Speech Clinic.” They represent 
a movement in the direction of 
her own kind of expressionism. 
Both achieve a definite effect of 
texture and of third dimension. 

The bulging arms of men pass- 
ing water buckets to put out a 
fire in the country seem almost 
sculptured. The same protruding 
effect adds to the impression of 
overpowering activity in “Speech 
Clinic,” Which was presented to 
the Central Institute for the Deaf 
at the opening of the exhibit but 
will remain up.through the show, 
which ends Feb. 28. 

Mild exaggeration “oc “fect is 
apparent in “Home ’ .t 1945,” 
a crowded view of a rai:road coach 
with service men striving to pass 
éach other in the aisle. Straining 
shoulders bulk unnaturally large in 
the picture, but it remains a rep- 
resentational work. “Roof Tops,” 
the scene from the artist’s studio, 
has sweeping cloud shapes that 
are expressive of inspiration, Mrs. 
Propper said. 

One portrait, “Mrs. Leo Kel- 
ston,” is executed in a novel me- 
dium. It is done entirely in car- 
bon pencil and white -paint on a 
gfay background in a severe style. 
Other strong, unusual portraits 
are “Mrs. Wayman Adams” and 
“Edward Orsman.” 

Familiar St. Louis Scenes. 

Familiar St. Louis scenes are 
done with discrimination and feel- 
ing. A view of the interior of the 
Old Courthouse loses none of its 
dignity because of paint peeling 
from the ceiling. “Old Eating 
Houses” and “Little Symphony” 
are Other distinctive community 
subjects that she has handled well. 

In a time of picture frame short- 
ages, Mrs, Propper’s frames are 
distinguished by their variety and 
appropriateness. A portrait of a 
farmhand is bordered by broad, 
rough boards, that of a Japanese 
girl by bamboo and a scene in a 
train by hand rails, 

Mrs. Propper is no Sunday paint- 
er. She has been working seri- 
ously ‘tor 15 years and for the 
last Zive has put in about a half 
day almost every day in the week.

Throngs of visitors to the recent 
accessions gallery of City Art 


Museum have. shown special in- 
terest in the new oil painting, 
“Girl With Flowers,” by Rufino 
Tamayo. The picture was repro- 
duced in the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day. 

Tamayo, along with such men 
as Jose Orozco and Diego Rivera, 
is a leader in the school of con- 
temporary Mexican painters. The 
museum’s acquisition, gift of 
Morton D. May, is characteristic 
of the artist’s recent trend.

The picture decidedly is moving 
in the direction of abstraction and 
away from representational paint- 
ing. The girl's shoulders are 
smoothed. into a regular—but by 
no means anatomical — curve 
which sweeps into the contour of 
the basket of flowers she is hold- 
ing. This relation of shapes in 
the picture, Miss Powell of the 
museum educational staff re- 
marked yesterday, is merely part 
of Tamayo’s organization. The

Angularity of pattern in skirt, 
hat, features and arms gives liveli- 
ness to the whole, Miss Powell 
said. Colors in the picture are 
especially expressive, and in their 
use the artist is continuing the 
advances of modern European 
painters.

echoed by the hue of the flowers 
and emphasized by violet in 
shadows on the ground and under 
the hat, Museumh officials said 
the picture is intended to express 
joy and pathos at the same time, 

The oil forms part of a Central 
American display, including sculp- 
ture, a mask and folk arts. 

For those who,prefer the more 
conventional art of the past, there 
are talks this afternoon at 2:30 
and 4:30 o’clock on “Portrait of 
the Artist’s Brother,” by Marie-

SUPREME COURT TEST FOR OPA 
HISTORICAL USE’ SUGAR PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP)— 
Government attorneys polished up 
twice-rejected legal arguments to- 
day for a third attempt—this time 
in the Supreme Court—to beat off 


a challenge to OPA’s method of 
allocating sugar to industrial 
users. 

The OPA, contending its whole 
sugar rationing program is at 
stake, announced it will seek a 
Supreme Court review by March 4 
of an adverse court of appeals 
ruling in a suit brought by the 
Moberly (Mo.) Milk Co. The 
opinion sustained a _ decision 
handed down last week by District 
Judge F. Dickinson Letts invali- 
dating the agency’s “historical 
use” formula for granting sugar 
to bulk sweetened condensed milk 
producers. 

Thus far, OPA said, its rationing 
program is unaffected by the court 
decisions. The system stands at 
least until March 4 and perhaps 
beyond. Government attorneys say 
filing the request for a review 
saves the program until the Su- 
preme Court disposes of the case. 
They had no estimate of how long 
that will take. 


88,550 HOMES OFF MARKET 
IN U.S., REALTY GROUP SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP)— 
The National Association of Real 
Estate Boards estimated today 
property owners are holding 88,- 
550 dwelling places off the market 
rather than submit to _ rent 
controls. 

Giving results of @ survey by 
real estate boards in 475 cities of 
45 states, the association also esti- 
mated controls have prompted 
conversion of 120,750 residential 
units to commercial use. The as-

when it named Talmadge to the 
four-year term of his late father, 
Eugene Talmadge. The ruling 
came three days after Hendrix 
had dismissed the suit of Tal- 
madge’s rival, Lt. Gov. M. E. 
Thompson, who sought to oust 
Talmadge from office. 

Both the Hendrix decision and 
today’s ruling by Almand were 
appealed to the Georgia Supreme 
Court, where a third Superior 
Court decisjon awaits review. That 
one, to which Talmadge was not a 
party but which involved the gov- 
ernorship, was a ruling by Judge 
Claude Porter at Rome, Ga., last 
week, Porter held Thompson to 
be legal “acting Governor’ and 
ruled that the Legislature ex- 
ceeded its authority when it 
voided Talmadge’s 143,000 votes 
after his death and elected his son 
on the basis of only 675 write-in 
ballots. 

Almand’s decision today was on 
a petition by the Fulton National 
Bank of Atlanta, which asked di- 
rection as to which claimant was 
entitled to draw on $95,682 which 
remained in the executive depart- 
ment fund when Gov. Ellis Arnall 
resigned. Almand held Talmadge 
was legal Governor, but the bank 
immediately filed a bill of excep- 
tions and appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. 

Devereaux McClatchy, chief 
counsel for the bank, explained 
the bank would have no recourse, 
if it paid out funds to Talmadge 
under the lower court ruling and 
the Supreme Court later reversed 
Almand. 

The Attorney General of Geor- 
gia, Eugene Cook, earlier filed a 
similar appeal of Hendrix’s deci- 
sion against Thompson. 

R. H. Daniel, clerk of the Hen- 
dry county Superior Court, said 
both appeals would be in the Su- 
preme Court Monday, where they 
will be set for argument the week 
of March 10. Possibility of an 
earlier hearing was indicated by 
Talmadge’s chief counsel, B. D. 
Murphy, who said he had told the 
Attorney General informally that 
he would like the earliest possible 
review. 


640 NEW FARM FAMILIES 
WANTED IN ALASKA. NOW 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (UP)— 
Alaska is ready to absorb 640 
new farm families and expand its 
mining activities, the Interior De- 
partment reported tonight. 

The Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment said at least 640 new farm 
families would find . “reasonable 
expectations” of success in Alaska 
at the present time. The Bureau 
said the 650 farms Alaska now 
has are not adequate to take care 
of the demands of a population 
which now exceeds 90,000, , 

The Bureau of Mines reported, 
meanwhile, that gold production 
from Placer and Lode deposits is 
being resumed. It added that 
many new copper deposits ca- 
pable of development have been 
found, and that coal mining is a 
growing industry. The Bureau 
also has data showing the pres- 
ence of lead, zinc, iron ore, pe- 
troleum, mercury, tin, antimony, 
tungsten, molybdenum, nickel, 
platinum, asbestos, and many 
other presently unmined minerals, 


THREAT BY CONGRESS PARTY 
TO QUIT INDIA CABINET MADE 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 15 (AP)—A 
Congress party minister said to- 
day the Congress would withdraw 
from India’s interim government 
unless Moslem League members 
were required either to share in 
drafting India’s new constitution 
or to leave the Cabinet. 

Sardar Vallabhai Patel, one of 
the top-ranking leaders of the 
Hindu-dominated All-India Con- 
gress party, said it would remain 
in the Cabinet if: the Moslem 
League reversed a recent decision 
against sharing in the drafting of 
a constitution. 

The Moslem League. has con- 
tended that the Congress failed to 
comply with the terms of the 
Cabinet award, and has proposed 
scrapping of the whole program 
set up thus far for India’s inde- 
pendence.

In the revised finish, Hubble 
Bubbiie, a filly owned by Rex C. 
Ellsworth, Arizona rancher, was 
declared winner. The King Star 
Stables surprise package, Hor- 
mone, was second, and On Trust, 
owned by FE. O. Stice and Sons, 
third, with Yankee Valor fourth. 

Turf observers said the disqual- 
ification was one of the few in 
turf annals for a major race, and 
the first at Santa Anita. 

Jockey Britt Layton, on Hubble 
Bubbie, lodged the first complaint 
against Longden. He charged that 
Stepfather veered and when Long- 
den started whipping left handed, 
he caused interference. Jockey 
Ralph Neves atop On Trust and 
Jackie Westrope aboard W. L. 
Sickle joined in the protest and 
the outcome of the race was 
changed, moving the runner-up 
horses up one notch in the fin- 
ish. 

Longshot bettors cheered when 
the prices were posted. Hubble 
Bubble paid $22.70, $9.70 and $6.90;

FROGS, May 38. 

In the so-called “special waters” 
~—lakes, impoundments, navigation 
pools and other waters designated 
by the Conservation Commission 
—the open season on al] game fish 
will begin March 15 

The season on crapple, which 
are easier to catch when the 
weather is cool, will open March 
15 instead of May 30 as last year. 
Otherwisé the time limitations of 
the seasons are the same ag in 
1946. 

They all extend from open- 
ing dates to Dec. 81, with the 
exception of channel cat, which 
have an intermediate closing 
from July 1 to July 15, and 
“state park” trout, which cannot 
be taken after Oct. $1. 

There have been reductions 


made by the Conservation Com- 
mission in the daily and posses- 
sion limits. 

The new limits, with the daily 
maxima listed first, are: Trout, 
6 and 10; bluegill and black perch, 
12 and 20; crappie, 9 and 15; 
channel cat, 6 and 10; black bass, 
6 and 10; jack salmon, 4 and 6; 
warmouth bass and rock bass, 9 
and 15; white bass, 9 and 15; 
yellow bass, 9 and 15; frogs, 10 
and 15. 

Compared with old limits, there 
is a reduction of three for the 
daily and possession limits on 
crappie, warmouth bass and rock 
bass, white bass, yellow bass; a 
reduction of two in both cate- 
gories for channel cat, black bass 
and trout. The possession limit 
of bluegill and black perch _ 
been changed from 25 to 20, 
both limits have been pon ta i 
five for frogs. There has been 
no change for jack salmon. 

An important item to note is 
that the total number of game 
fish in possession may not ex- 
ceed 20 this year. Last year it 


Minimum size limits have been 
eliminated, however, on all except 
three species—channel cat, black 
bass and jack salmon. 

Another liberalization has been 
in the elimination of the May 
closing on black bass and “wall- 
eyes” in the “special waters.”

Notable college football players who were under the direction of 
Washington University’s new coach, Stuart K. Holcomb of West 
Point, when Halcomb was head coach at Miami (0O.) U., 
coaching qualities yesterday without reservations. 


Pete Wismann, St. Louls Uni- 
versity center, and Lae Tevis, for- 
mer Washington VU. backfield star 
who has signed with the pro 
Brooklyn Dodgers, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter they had a high 
regard for hig ability in the field, 

Wismann and Tevis, teammates 
on the last Washington VU. foot- 
ball team in 1942, were members 
of the 1943 Miami team which 
Holcomb coached in a season that 
produced seven victories, two de- 
feats and one tie. 


Remarking particularly on Hol- 
comb’s flair for organization, Wis- 
mann said the coach followed a 
detailed daily chart at pfactices, 
with every minute of the session 
carefully assigned. 


“The only deviation he made 
from that was to extend the work- 
ing time for any player he thought 
had not made the proper progress 
during the afternoon,” Wismann 
said, 

This coaching procedure resem- 
bles that of Don Faurot at Mis- 
souril VU. 

Tevis, who quit Michigan U. and 
only recently made the pro con- 
nection with the Dodgers of the 
All-America Conference, said that 
he respected Holcomb’s ability as 
coach. 

At Miami during the 1943 sea- 
son, Holcomb employed a single 
wing offense, probably because he 
had Tevis as a triple threat. After 
two years at Army, Holcomb 
should also be well-grounded in 
the T formation that sent Davis, 
Blanchard and all rolling along 
their remarkable wartime way.

FOR VEST-POCKET 


License-Free Frequencies to 
Be Granted for Use of 


Miniature Sets. 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb, 15 (AP)— 
License-free radio frequencies soon 
will be made available to the pub- 


lic, opening the door for personal 
vest-pocket broadcasting stations, 


disclosed today. 


Commission will open frequencies 
around 460 megacycles, 36-year-old 
Dr. Cledo Brunetti, inventor of 
the world’s smallest radio station, 
said, 

This, he said, will enable per- 
sons to use his minute broadcast- 
ing unit and his receiving set 
mounted on a calling card for 
maintaining two-way radio com- 
munication up to a mile.

Millionaire Operator Who Re- 
cently Bought Into the New 
York Central Says That 
Controlling a Road With- 
out Owning a Majority of 
Stock Is Easy.

PALM BEACH, Fia., Feb. 15 

OBERT R. (RAILROAD) YOUNG, a 
k financial maverick out of the Texas 

Panhandle, has made himself the most 
discussed and significant figure in modern 
American railroading. Old line financiers 
and’ operating men have watched his rise 
with obvious signs-of discomfort. 

Young is unorthodox in his methods and 
objectives, unbranded in his characteristics, 
and is a man of strong personality and pic- 
turesque achievement. He calls his shots 
publicly, as when he récently "let it be 
known that he was seeking control of the 
New York Central Railroad, then went out 
and got just that, or a reasonable likeness 
thereof. His operating technique is simple 
—it is simple to understand, at least. He 
buys in just enough to become a strong 
minority stockholder—not a bond investor 
with a top lien—and then appeals to the 
little fellows among the other stockholders 
to rally:to his banner. 


Fancies Himself 
As’Modern D’Artagnan. 


Because of this, he was recently called 

“Galahad on wheels.” Certainly he is no 
Don Quixote, for he has won jousts with 
bigger things than windmills; maybe he 
isn’t a David either, for his Goliaths haven’t 
always fallen under his blows. Some per-', 
sons have viewed Young as an industrial 
Napoleon; others would like to cast him as 
a true successor of the nineteenth century 
railroad buccaneer. The facts do not ac- 
cord with either description. Young him- 
self, an admirer of Alexandre Dumas, rather 
fancies himself in the role of a modernized 
D’Artagnan. 

“Why did D’Artagnan risk his life so 
many times?’’ Young asked this correspond- 
ent in an interview at his winter home in 
Palm Beach. “It wasn't for gain, was it? 
God knows there must be some other force 
motivating me, and God knows what it is. 
Certainly it is no desire for gain or ease 
and comfort. There is hardly a day there 
is not some kind of emergency in one of 
my enterprises and I have to be available 
to meet it. My great strength, the reason 
TI have won s0 many engagements with more 
powerful forces, is in my mobility and 
speed of reaction.” 

Those who know Young, whether friend 
or foe, would be the first to admit that he is 
both quick and resourceful. Exercise of 
these qualities has resulted in giving him a 
relatively recent prominence. He is just now 
becoming a national figure. However, said 
Young, this turn of fortune has not,to his 
surprise, changed his outlook on life—he 
still feels “pretty much like a kid back in 
Texas, trying to swim the rapids of the 
Canadian river better than some other kid.” 

He finds himself now either in a cream 
stucco Spanish villa here or a red Tudor 
mansion at Newport, R.I., amid expensive 
but simple and tasteful furnishings. They 
are millionaire’s houses, without a doubt, 
but neither is a Hollywood version of a 
doge'’s palace or a ducal mansion, Young 
puts on no airs, but fits easily into fhe 
scene. 

Each time he received this correspondent 
here he wore a plum-colored dressing robe— 
comfortable but nothing fancy. With it, the 
first time, he was wearing a white sun visor, 
white bathing trunks and polished tan leath- 
er moccasins. The interview began in the 
salt spray from the Atlantic surf,.wnder the 
noonday sun, beside a cabana on the broad 
lawn of Young's beachside estate. On other 
mornings, with pajamas under the robe, he 
reclined on his bed, gazing out on the ocean, 
where he was interrupted frequently by 
telephone calls from financial and railroad 
aides and other associates in the North. 


Two Card Tables Are 
Used for Writing Desk. 


Prominent in the room were two card 
tables, drawn together, where he writes or 
dictates his own magazine articles, state- 
ments and such advertisements as his 
famous one of a year ago: “‘A hog can cross 
the country without changing trains but 
YOU can’t.” Incidentally, that ad played a 
large part in one of his victorious engage- 
ments, for since then big roads have joined 
in giving through Pullman service from New 
York to the Pacific coast, Texas and Mexico. 

Young, just turned 50 on St. Valentine's 
day, is reported to be worth $10,000,000, 
and has thought of retiring from business 
for a decade. But Mrs. Young, sister of the 
+ 08 painter, Georgia O'Keefe, has just 
about given up hope that he ever will. He 
doesn't like to be tied to an office and he 
draws only “nominal” salaries for a finan- 
cial big shot-—$20,000 as board chairman of 
his main holding company, Alleghany Corp.., 
and $7500 as board chairman of Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railroad. 

He spends his winters in Florida, and

| during the summers commutes from his 
estate at Newport to New York where he 
spends three days a week. He has an un- 
listed private office in midtown New York 
and keeps an apartment in New York’s 
‘Waldorf Towers. He also maintains a suite 
jin Hotel Cleveland for use when he goes to 
this rail headquarters at Cleveland. When 
he travels, even on the weekly trips from 
Newport, it is in a tastefully decorated but 
otherwise ordinary “office car,’’ C. & O. No. 
28. 

Reputedly tough on occasion, he is gen- 
erally mild-mannered, soft-spoken and the 
soul of courtesy. His associates think he 
works too hard and would like to slow him 
down, but don’t know how. He looks a bit 
older than he is, partly because his thinning 
hair is silvery. His blue eyes are keen and 
piercing and light up frequently as he talks. 
He will turn a biting phrase with a chuckle 
or a sidewise glance to judge its effect. 
Sometimes, but not often, he drops in a 
cuss word. A favorite term for his arch 
enemies, but one whieh the correspondent 
heard him use only once, is ‘“goddammed- 
bankers.”’ 


Slightness of Build 
Not Very Noticeable. 


Although he weighs only 135 pounds 
and is 6 feet, 6 inches tall, his slightness 
of build is not as noticeable as might be 
expected. Golf is his favorite exercise, He 
breaks 80 sometimes; he once shot a 73.

He rises early, but only gerne he is a 
light sleeper... He gav p cigarettes 14 
years ago; he feels better without them.

He added: ‘‘Until busi- 
ness men are freed of tax troubles 
and fear of reprisals at Washington 
we are not going to get the free com- 
petitive enterprise we need to restore 
our world leadership and meet the 
threat of Russian or any other form 
of dictatorship.

In 1937 Young, associat- 
ed then with Frank F, Kolbe, and joined by 
Allan P. Kirby, finally bought substantia! 
control of Alleghany for $4,000,000 cash. 


In keeping with an avowed policy of 
widespread ownership—in contrast to. the 
orthodox idea of positive corporate control— 
Young has been selling, rather than buying. 
Today he and his wife and Kirby, the latter 
having the biggest slice, are said to own 
less than a fifth of the stock of Alleghany, 


which in turn owns only 6.7 per cent of, 


Chesapeake & Ohio stock and what may turn 
out to be eventually no more than about 5 
per cent of Missouri Pacific Railroad stock. 
The Young group claims potential working 
control of New York Central through its 
recent purchase of only 4.9 per cent of the 
stock of that proud old Vanderbilt road. 

It all is a part of the Bob Young theory 
of taking the public and the little stockhold- 
er into his confidence. He said he didn’t 
need to have much stock to exercise control. 
Quite blandly, he continued: “Why, I could 
take the Pennsy tomorrow with 10 shares, 
because the security holders like me and like 
to work with me. I feel I could acquire a 
small interest, win a proxy contest, and take 
over any railroad I wanted to, because of 
this policy of protecting the security holders’ 
interest.’”’

Canadian Evidence 
Is Cited Against Reds. 


The Washington Post editorially answered 
fhis advertisement by quoting from the testi- 
mony given by Canadian Communists and 
their sympathizers before the Royal Com- 
mission investigating espionage during the 
war. The editorial cited chapter and verse 
to show that these men and women had 
placed allegiance to the Communist party 
and to Russia above their country. 

The Canadian disclosures, the reports 
from American officials who have tried to 
co-operate with the Russian Government 
and the history of cOmmunistic infiltration 
into other organizations are partly the rea- 
son why the A.D.A. and the CIO are either 
barring Communists or trying to get rid of 
them, 

The A.D.A plan of operations, adopted 
Jan. 16, stipulated that “‘membersbip will 
be expressly closed to Communists, Fascists 
and those who support their ideologies.” The 
local chapters, this document said, “‘must be 
representative of the non-Communist liberal 
elements within their communities.”’ 

All four groups are aggressively seeking 
new members and new affiliates. The CIO- 
PAC has transferred its headquarters from 
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New York to Washington. All are stresa- 
ing the need for 
“grass roots’’ or pre- 
cinet organizations. 
The Communists have 
set a goal of 100,000 . 
members throughout 
the country. ‘With 
the exception of the 
Communists, all deny 
any intention of start- 
ing a third party. The 
A.D.A., composed 
principally of Demo- 
crats, hopes to kgep 
alive. the Rooseveltian 
spirit in the Truman 
administration as well 
as prepare for the 
elections next year. 

The immediate ob- 
jective of all, of 
course, Is to influence 
Congress, the _ astate 
legislatures and the 
local governments. 
This, however, will be 
a long pull. Tempo- 
rarily at least, the na- 
tional spirit, as ex- 
pressed by the Novem- 
ber elections, is to the 
“‘right.’’ Many of the “liberals” in the Sen- 
ate and House were defeated so the progres- 
sive situation is worse than in the '20s when 
there was a powerful and skillful bloe of 
Senate and House Democrats and Repub- 
licans opposing or amending the recom- 
mendations of Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover. 

An interesting question, like which came 
first, the hen or the egg, is whether the 
earlier progressive bloc in Congress was re- 
spohsible for the “grass roots’ sentiment 
for progressive legislation or whether the 
local organizations were responsible for 
sending such men as La Follette, Norris, 
Borah, Couzens, Waish and Wheeler of Mon- 
tana to the Senate and LaGuardia, Cordell 
Hull and Rainey to the House. 

Since they have so few spokesmen in Con- 
gress, the liberal organizations can only try 
to create sentiment throughout the country. 
The A.D.A. thinks the most popular appeal 
can be made by eliminating Communists 
from the ranks of American liberals; Wal- 
lace and his sympathizers violently disagree. 
Neither group is likely to make a favorabbe 
impression on the country unless they step 
their squabbling over methods. 

The progressives of the ‘208 had differ- 
ences among themselves but they were able 
to unite on a program.

Our Unfairness to the Philippines’ 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read with interest an article by 
Harold Ickes and an editorial in the 
Post-Dispatch on the United States 
Philippine Trade act, better known as 
the Parity Dill. ’ 

As a Filipino, I have nothing but ap- 
preciation for the understanding with 
which Mr. Ickes and the Post-Dispatch 
view the economic problem of 18,000,000 
Filipinos. , 

Nevertheless I feel urged to open the 
subject again, for barely a month from 
now, on March 11, the Filipino people 
will go to the polls to decide whether or 
not they should accept the Trade act. 

This act proposes to establish a 28- 
year period of free trade between the 
United States and the Philippines. For 
more than 40 years free trade had mu- 
tually benefited both countries, If the 
Trade act were a matter of free trade 
alone, the Filipino people would willing- 
ly accept the offer. 

Right now, however, the Trade act 
has become the bitterest issue confront- 
ing the young republic, and the most 
bitterly-resented provision of the act is 
the one requiring an amendment of the 
Philippine Constitution to guarantee to 
American citizens residing in the Philip- 
pines equal rights with Filipinos to ex- 
ploit the country’s natural resources, 


A Shameful Imposition 


I do not think that there has been 
any instance before in the history of 
trade agreements between nations where 
one country has been required to amend 
its Constitution for the benefit of an- 
other. 

The exclusive right of a people to 
their country’s natural resources ‘and 
material heritage is a right jealously 
cherished. National pride has not in- 
tended it to be shared with foreigners. 
The Filipino people would gladly relin- 
quish the benefits of free trade to pre- 
serve their national patrimony, but un- 
fortunately the issue does not end there. 

If the Filipino people reject the Trade 
act, they would automatically be de- 
prived of $400,000,000 worth of war dam- 
age compensation, as provided for in 
the Rehabilitation bill which was passed 
concurrently with the Trade act by the 
Seventy-ninth Congress. Title VI of the 
Rehabilitation bill makes war damage 
compensation contingent upon the Fili- 
pinos’ acceptance of the Trade act. 

This makes the Parity bill not only an 
issue, but a shameful and pitiful dilem- 
ma to which the war-torn Filipinos have 
been reduced by a supposedly grateful 
America. The Filipino people must make 
the unfortunate choice between sacrific- 
ing an essential portion of their sov- 
ereignty and national dignity to receive 
what compensation the United States 
Congress could give them for the lives 
lost and properties destroyed as a prize 
for their loyalty; or to trudge along the 
path of national self-respect and strug- 
gie to live through the havoc of war un- 
assisted by the very country they fought 
with and bled for. 

Appeal for Justice 


The 
Philippines has agreed to accept the 
Trade act. But this administration does 
not necessarily represent the nation’s 
will. It only represents the faction which 
believes that the Philippines cannot sur- 
vive without American aid and Ameri- 
can war reparations. The other faction, 
supported by an even greater portion of 
‘the people, would have the nation stand 


on her feet rather than surrender this . 


national right. 

The question then stands: Is there no 
way out of this dilemma? Apparently 
the new Republican Congress holds the 
answer. Prior to the adjournment of 
the last Congress Senator Taft intro- 
duced an amendment to the Parity bill 
which would remove its pernicious pro- 
visions. Will he reintroduce it now, and 
will the newly-elected Republican Con- 
gress accept it? 

This is the question which my country 
poses before the America of 1947. It is 
a question which touches the very heart 
of America’s sense of justicc, where- 
in rests the success of our young repub- 
lic’s independence which this country 
has so generously and patiently fostered. 

What is America’s answer?

To Bar Utility Strikes’ 


A law to protect the people of Missouri from | 


crippling strikes in public utilities is now in the 
making. Missouri legislators observed a period 
of watchful waiting, on the theory that a federal 
law would be forthcoming. But now Senator 
Taft says the barring of strikes in public util- 
ities is a matter for state as well as federal ac- 
tion, so leaders in both houses of the State As- 
sembly are prepared to act. 

The Post-Dispatch has recently published a 
series of articles showing what other states are 
doing in this regard. New Jersey has a law which 
provides for mandatory mediation when volun- 
tary negotiations break down and, in the last 
analysis, for seizure by the State. The law has 
worked well in averting and settling public util- 
ity strikes. 

A Virginia law, passed after two threatened 
strikes within six months, forbids work stoppages 
in water, gas, electric power, transportation and 
communication industries. It empowers the Gov- 
ernor to seize and operate such plants when a 
labor dispute threatens “substantially to impair” 
safety or health. 

In Maryland, a bill is pending to protect the 
public against utility strikes. Like the New Jer- 
sey and Virginia laws, it is based on the princi- 
ple that utilities “are so imbued with public in- 
terest that it is against public policy to permit 
‘tthe health, welfare, safety and interest of the 
people to be endangered by strikes. ...” Also 
like those laws, the Maryland bill provides for 
State seizure when all other methods fail. 

It should be made perfectly plain right here 
that, in return for foregoing the right to strike, 
public utility workers must, be protected and 
compensated accordingly. Deprived of their ul- 
timate weapon, utility workers would-be at the 
mercy of employers if elaborate machinery were 
not set up to guard their legitimate interests. 
What’s more, such workers might well be placed 
in a special status, as suggested recently in a 
New York Times article by Prof. Sumner Slich- 
ter of Harvard. Mr. Slichter says: 

Workers on special-status jobs should be 
assured that their wages will be reviewed 
once a year and increased as rapidly as 
wages in general rise. In addition, the spe- 
cial-status workers should receive more lib- 
eral vacation privileges than employes in 
general and more liberal pensions than those 
provided in the Social Security Act. 

To propose that utility workers fgrego the 
right to strike is not to set a precedent. Work- 
ers in other fields have done so voluntarily for 
years, in deference to the special nature of their 
tasks. Thus, a no-strike clause is embodied in 
the charters of unions of Government employes; 
a no-strike clause is also voluntarily accepted in 
policemen’s unions, Strikes against the Govern- 
ment are against sound public policy; police- 
men’s strikes offeg an immediate and serious 
threat to local safety. In discussing the special 
status of utility workers, retiring Gov. Edge of 
New Jersey recently said: 

No worker is forced to enter this type of 
employment, If he does accept a position 
with a’ public utility, which is a state fran- 
chise, he must recognize state control. It 
should be perfectly clear that his right to 
strike is not an absolute right because the 
exercise of it would bring hardship upon 
his fellow-citizens, , 

To forbid public utility workers to strike would 
merely put them on the same basis as public 
utility operators, who cannot lock out workers 
and suspend operations. If the management of 
Union Electric or Laclede Gas should cut off its 
services, it would face the loss of its franchise 
and criminal penalties as well, The law long has 
recognized the vital nature of such services, 
where management is concerned; it is only logi- 
cal that it should recognize the same principle 
with regard to workers. 

The prolonged power strike in Pittsburgh last 
year paralyzed that great city; the brief strike 
of Union Electric workers here gave this city a 
foretaste of what it means to cut off lifé-giving 
electricity. At present, Union Electric is en- 
gaged in a serious controversy with its workers. 
A deadline for strike action was set for tomor- 
row but now has been postponed for a couple of

It has become imperative that Missouri set up 
machinery to guard the State against interrup- 
tions of service that have a paralyzing effect 
upon the innocent public. Therefore, the Legis-

If Harding Republicans and Democratic dema- 
gogues are going to rule, their policy will be not 
only reactionary but stupid.

agreeing to accept its decision. Isn't there some 
likelihood that, if Philadelphia had possessed a 
similar community agency for industrial peace, 
the defunct Record would still be alive? — 

For want of such efficient peacezmakers—and 
of the spirit to use their services—what hap- 
pened to the Record could happen to almogt any 
kind of enterprise in almost any American com- 
munity. It is true that disputes which dig graves 
for going businesses are the exception, but every 
shutdown, even for a day, deprives someone of 
wages, profits and goods or services, St. Louis 
labor leaders surely get the point.

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Instead of a Mirror 


PAINTING IN THE US.A., by Alan D. Gruskin. 


(Doubleday & Co., New York.) 


MODERN ART LOOKS AHEAD, by Fernando Puma. 
(Beechhurst Press, New York.) 


Alan D. Gruskin and Fernando Puma ap- 
proach art from different points of view, 
yet both of these authors are striving toward 
the same end. They are trying to bridge 
the gap between the artist and the public, 
to tell the man in the street, or in business, 
about the artist and his wares and what he 
may miss in life if he overlooks them. 

Alan D. Gruskin writes from the point of 
view of an art dealer and gives a broad out- 
line of the comparatively short history of 
American painting. Perhaps it is signifi- 
cant that he calls his book “Painting in the 
U.S.A.,” rather than “Art in the U.S.A.,” 
because his approach is unarty and he be- 
speaks the purchase of contemporary paint- 
ings by the person who might otherwise let 
a decorator sell him a fancy mirror. 


Examples of Picture-Peddling 


Quite properly he feels that the average 
purchaser will carefully select a picture to 
live with and get something better out of 
it than does the wealthy collector who buys 
old masters wholesale because it seems the 
thing to do. He notes that some of Amer- 
ica’s old masters, Ryder and Blakelock, for 
example, were neglected in their time. 

Right here in Missouri, William Rockhill 
Nelson left a stipulation in his will that 
only old masters were to be purchased for 
the museum he endowed. But also in Mis- 
souri at least two noted artists have been 
able to call attention to their work in a 
big way. George Caleb Bingham, when he 
finished a canvas, would take it around to 
various cities and sell subscriptions for en- 
gravings and often sold chances on the 
original. Thomas Hart Benton has let it be 
known he was painting pictures for sale. 

John Banvard, a lesser known early nine- 
teenth century painter, had a promotional 
idea of his own. In a small skiff he floated 
down the Mississippi making sketches of 


the vast new territory. For months he float-s« 


ed and sketched by day, camped by night 
and suffered great privation. After the 
trip it took a year to prepare material for 
his projected three mile long panorama, 
In:a specially constructed workshop in 
Louisville, he had two huge drums on which 
the canvas rolled from one to the other as 
the work progressed, When it.was finished 
he toured the country with great success. 
All this may not spell Art in its «most 
precious sense, but since painting is, in a 
way, competing with “Prune Week” and 
jukeboxes, perhaps some lure is necessary 
to call attention to the painter’s wares. 
The 142 illustrations in Gruskin’s book, 
63 of them in full color, give a fair clew to 
the work of contemporary Americans. 


Q. and A: on Modern Art 


Fernando Puma, tells the story of mod- 
ernism in a racy question and answer style. 
The work covers the whole field of paintin 
and sculpture beth here and abroad quring? 
the last seventy-five years. Beginning with 
primitivism, the author includes “all the 
isms.” If you think any child could paint 
as, well as a primitive you will find your 
question and the author’s reply. Indeed 
you will find answers to most questions on 
modern art. 

If there is tonfusion in the mind of the 
average person who “doesn't know about 
art but knows what he likes” there is even 
more confusion when he moves from real- 
istic to abstract painting. This volume 
should clear up a lét of misunderstanding. 

Mr. Puma’s book is also well illustrated 
with 122 halftone plates and five plates in 
full color.

THE STRUMPET WIND, by Gordon Merrick. (William 

Morrow & Co., New York.) 

“The Strumpet Wind” poses an interest- 
ing problem. Roger Chandler, an American 
intelligence officer, is assigned to work 
with French Collaborationist Jean-Louis 
Mercanton, to live in his home, to milk 
him of his usefulness to the Allies, and 
then to turn him over to authorities to be 
tried and shot. The author spins a web 
of conflicting loyalties as Mercanton and 
his family, unaware that Chandler is to be 
the instrument of their destruction, be- 
come the American's friends. 

The problem is this: How can you judge 
the enemy when you come face to face 
with him and find him acting according 
to a set of standards much like your own? 
A man, going into battle, has to have a 
very good reason for wanting to destroy, 
He adopts a set of lofty ideals and en- 
dows the enemy with every black-hearted 
trait. But, as one character points out, 
“There’s not many men you'd want to kill 
after you'd had a drink together.” 
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Vacuous Decision 

Chdndler cannot understand an evil 
ideology growing in the midst of such sim- 
ple domesticity as he finds at the Mer- 
canton’s. The only explanation suggested 
contains a note of futility. It is offered 
by the story’s narrator, who says: 

‘IT tried to point’ out to him that Mer- 
canton’s crime was one against humanity. 
It had very little to do with his radio 
espionage. It seemed to me that any man 
so unaware of his fellow’s well-being as 
to accept racism, the enslavement of work- 
ers, and all the rest, deserved anything 
that happened to him. Ignorance was no 
excuse. But as I spoke, I knew 8 was con- 
demning the vast majority of mankind.” 

Orders come at last for Collaborationist 
Mercanton to be turned over to American 
authorities. Chandler, seeking to spare 
Mercanton’s family, resolves the crisis by 
a decision which is weak and vacuous. The 
book leaves its leading character “lost in a 
society which no longer seeks to join ethics 
to reality.” 

Gordon Merrick presents a challenging 
idea in interesting form. If his conclusions 
are weak, perhaps this is a fault which will 
right itself in time. JUNE DARBY.

Good for 10 Quarts 


Pretty soon Davey began to reckon that 
the fate of the nation depended on his 
shooting another codn. As he was about 
to go out again, he spied the first skin 
sticking between the logs that supported 
the bar, just where Job had slung it. So 
Davey gave it a sort of quick jerk and it 
came out natural-like to his hand. He 
alapped the skin on the bar, and quick as 
acat Job shoved across another quart. 
Well, the upshot was that before sundown, 
Davey had treated the cross-roads voters 
to 10 quarts on that one coon skin. Several 
saw how slick it was done and word got 
around the district, and Davey beat his op- 
ponent all hollow.

Nothing of this sort 


has yet been inaugurated in Hungary or Romania. On the contrary 
such key industries as are Soviet-controlled, and half-Soviet-owned, 
are operating as powerful corporative monopolies—crpitalistic in 


form and method, 


On first thought it may seem 
curious that the Communist-domi- 
nated Budapest and Bucharest 
governments have not, as yet, 
made any move toward nationali- 
zation of industry. Oddly enough, 
Czechoslovakia is the only nearby 
nation which has nationalized its 
industries in a big way (60 per 
cent), and Prague's broad coali- 
tion government adopted state 
ownership (large-scale socialism) 
by a completely free and over- 
whelming choite. The Czechs, 
very definitely, are running their 
own country. Anyone who Calls 
them. “Iron Curtain” or “Soviet- 
bossed” is talking sheer nonsense. 

Eight-Acre Capitalists, 

But Hungary, Romania and Bul- 
garia—as former enemy countries 
—have been occupied ‘by Soviet 
troops for more than two years. 
The sweeping land reform in Hun- 
gary was the opposite of commu- 
nistic. It made eight-acre or 12- 
acre capitalists out of hundreds 
of thousands of previously landless 
tenant farmers or hired hands. 
Both Hungary and Romania pos- 
sess a considerable amount of in- 
dustry. Why are these factories 
gsvill under private ownership? 

The most important reason ap- 
pears to be that the Soviet Un- 
ion'’s chief immediate interest is 
to collect reparations from these 
countries in the form of goods, to 
total several hundreds of millions 
of dollars in value. More than 
half of Hungary's industries are 
working to produce reparations— 
including all of that nation’s big 
plants. Obviously these factories 
will work more efficiently if their 
ownership remains undisturbed 
and their management relatively 
stable. The same applies with 
equal logic to Romanian’ indus- 
tries. 

This Soviet policy seems likely 
to hold good for a considerable 
time because Russia will collect 
Hungarian-Romanian reparations 
for number of years yet. The 
Soviets’ urgent need of these fin- 
ishedpproducts and other materi- 
als is a No. 1 priority. It will 
certainly continue through Mos- 
cow's first postwar Five Year 
Plan, now just under way. Wheth- 
er the Soviets can afford to have 
Danubian Communists changing 
the foundations of their nation’s 
industrial economy —and retard- 
ing Russia's reconstruction while 
doing it—remains to be seen. It 
seems more probable that the Bu- 
dapest-Bucharest Communist lead- 
ers will be urged to go slowly 
where state socialism is con- 
cerned. 

Plenty of Problems. 

At any rate Hungarian and Ro- 
manian capitalistic businessmen 
have not been “moved in on” yet. 
They have plenty of problems— 
shortages of materials, terrific 
capital losses from inflation and 
very greatly increased costs. They 
also have Russian representatives 
in their plants, checking on how 
they meet their reparations 
schedules and their methods in 
general, They have Workers’ 
Councils in their factories—backed 
by the Communist-dominated gov- 
ernments. This often gives the 
workers unprecedented power. 
Having been very much “under- 
dogs” in the past, the leftist work- 
ers don't hesitate to use their new 


power. 

The Lampart factory in Buda- 
pest now manufactures machinery 
instead of armaments. Last Au- 
gust it dismissed half of its 600 
employes, supposedly becayse it 
was short of orders and most of 
its cash reserves had been eaten 
up by the inflation. Shortly after- 
rink | the Communist daily Free 
People reported: “The Workers’ 
Council has intervened and, exer- 
cising its legal right, has can- 
celed the dismissal notices already 
given. Nobody can be dismissed 
for lack of orders. The manage- 
ment is responsible for lack of or- 
ders and the shortage of money. 
Six hundred workers cannot be the 
victims. Let Lampart start manu- 
facturing saleable goods.” 

Although no Marxism has been 
introduced in the national n- 
omy, this illustrates the difficul- 
ties of Hungarian or Romanian 
industrialists as they strive to re- 
establish business as usual, They 
are not exactly free agents, and 
the government's sympathies are 
not with them. Where the indus- 
trialists got all the extra preroga- 
tives and favors in prewar days, 
the shoe is now on the other foot. 
Some of these manufacturers 
frankly expect they will be pushed 
to the wall eventually. If they 
have to operate at a loss, many 
of them will give up in the end. 
At that point the state could buy 
out and take over such industries. 
Given postwar inflations and the 
economic straitjacket in which 
Hungary and Romania exist, most 
observers believe nationalization 
will be bound to come in the long 
run. They predict a pretty general 
Soviet system in these countries 
whether it comes in two or three 
Years, or somewhat later. 

Hungarians Views. 

Most expectations are along 
these lines. But I met one Hun- 

rian ecohomist who said: “All 
e Soviets want here is repara- 


tions, and a Teliable satellite 
state. They don’t want national- 
ization and a complete Marxist 
economy. It’s only our local Hun- 
garian Communists who kick up 
a fuss about that.” 


In Bucharest, one western ob- 
server discussed the Soviets’ 
present 99 per cent monopoly of 
all Romanian exports, 


“It looks like they’re trying to 
turn eastern Europe into a ‘co- 
prosperity sphere’,” he remarked. 
“But I think the Russians will 
find they can’t do it. To be valu- 
able to them I think a country 
like this must have trade with 
other countries as well.” 


There is a certain shrewdness in 
this last observation. Neither Ro- 
mania nor Hungary can become 
long-term economic assets to Rus- 
sia unless their present impover- 
ishment and declining standards 
of living can be reversed, Hence 
this question must some day be 
Posed both to Moscow and to 
Hungarian-Romanian Communist 
policy-makers: Will mationaliza- 
tion of industries to too costly in 
these next few years? Would it 
retard recovery and multiply pub- 
lic unrest to an extent too great 
to be risked? 


Somewhere down the line this 
question will have to be faced. Ac- 
cording to the way it is answered, 
the degree of “communizing” that 
can be inaugurated in these coun- 
tries without serious complica- 
tions may be demonstrated. 


Doing Business With Réds. 


One curious aspect of preser.t 
industrial conditions along the 
Danube is evidenced in Romania. 
That country’s richest and great- 
est industrialists, Nicholas Malaxa 
and Max Auschnitts, do not seem 
to find their capitalist status any 
handicap. They have been and 
are doing plenty of profitable 
business with the Soviets. Malaxa 
still owns and operates rolling 
mills, big locomotive manufactur- 
ing plants, large timber enter- 
prises and the like. The Ausch- 
nitts' plants are going strong. Both 
are producing chiefly for the 
Russians. If they wonder about 
the day after tomorrow, they don’t 
talk about it." These two powerful 
industrialists undoubtedly are 
very able businessmen—and the 


Soviets appreciate eff 
poe tal icient pro- 


How much state ownershi m 
move into Hungary's and Ro- 
mania’s industrial field in the next 
few years is anybody's guess. The 
chances are that so smooth an 
operator as Nick Malaxa expects 
it is largely a question of time— 
and of timing. The Danubian 
Communist leaders certainly give 
every indication of believing 
wholeheartedly in their Marxist 
doctrine. So the long-term bets 
are on eventual nationalization. 

What is of more immediate in- 
terest is this: “Communizing” of 
the Hungarian and Romanian 
economies has not yet been start- 
ed for at least two sound reasons: 
(1) It would slow down Soviet 
Russia's reconstruction and re- 
covery by disrupting its repara- 
tions flow of goods from these 
countries; (2) It would create 
more difficulties and opposition 
than their local Communists, until 
now at any rate, were in a posi- 
tion to face. 


Why the Danubian Communists 
have plenty of problems on their 
hands already will be discussed in 
my next article. 


GERMANS LOSING 
WEIGHT ON RATION 
IN AMERICAN ZONE 


BERLIN, Feb, 15 (AP)—Dr. 
Charles E. Brown, American Mili- 
tary Government medical nutri- 
tionist, expressed “concern” today 
for Germans who depend solely on 
their official food ration for sus- 
tenance, 

His monthly nutrition report for 
December showed weight losses up 
to 14 pounds among Germans in 
the American zone of occupation. 
This, the report said, demonstrat- 
ed the “inadequacy” of the official 
ration of 1550 calories. 

The finding reversed a slight 
upward trend in weights from 
September to November, indicat- 
ing a “sharp decrease” in con- 
sumption of wood over and above 
the ration. “Men and women over 
60 have suffered most from the 
calorie deficit of their food con- 
sumption,” the report said, 


BILL OUTLAWS HATE GROUPS 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 15 (AP) 
— The Indiana House approved 
unanimously yesterday a bill out- 
lawing hate organizations in In- 
diana. The bill now goes to the 
Governor. , 

The bill outlaws organizations 
which promote differences be- 
tween races and religious groups 
and is aimed at the Ku Klux Klan, 
Columbians and other organiza- 
tions. The bill provides fines up

Issue of Peace 
Lies Behind 
Tariff Debate 


Republican Stand Is 
That Jobs for 
‘Americans Are at 
Stake Also.

HE Republican-led Congress 
T nes ordered hearings to open 

Feb. 24 on the Administra- 
tion’s reciprocal trade program. 

Present debate revolves around 
nothing that would hit the front 
pages: A United States tariff re- 
duction of one cent here, 30 cents 
there on goods foreign nations 
would like to sell in this coun- 
try, such as paper, beef, china 
and gloves. 

Behind the debate, however, in 
the opinion of some State Depart- 
ment chiefs, lies the entire ques- 
tion of peace, of the survival of 
democracy and the United Na- 
tions — to say nothing of the 
spread of Communism. 

Republicans counter that  be- 
hind the debate lies also the much 
more immediate worry over a 
flood of cheap foreign goods into 
United States markets, which they 
say would cut American sales 
and throw Americans out of jobs. 

Situation Now. 

The immediate log-jam is this: 

The State Department has in- 
vited 18 nations to an April con- 
ference at Geneva, Switzerland, 
for a horse-trading session in 
which they all expect to cut trade 
barriers. | 

The State Department’s object 
is to needle world trade into brisk 
business that will keep workmen 
on jobs everywhere and hence, it 
hopes, lay a secure foundation for 
peace. Further, it wants to open 
more markets for American goods 
by reducing the trade barriers 
other governments have set up, 
such as import and export quotas, 
import duties and blocked car- 
rencies. To get such concessions 
at Geneva, the United States must 
be ready to cut its tariffs some- 
what, . 

In Congress, however, there is 
a movement, in the form of two 
resolutions, to “Request” the gov- 
ernment to “postpone further 
tariff reductions” until the Tariff 
Commission can make a study of 
the whole subject and to post- 
pone the Geneva conference, 

Should the resolutions be adopted 
in the Senate and House before 
April, the State Department 
would not have to call off the 
Geneva conference, but it would 
appear wise to do so. 

Should a Republican majority 
successfully oppose’ further tariff 
reductions, State Department men 
say they fear much of the world’s 
drive to rebuild would be blocked, 

Two Ways to Get Dollars, 

The United States now is the 
major source of machines. But 
foreigners can only buy here if 
they have American dollars to pay. 
They -can get dollars in two ways 
—sell here or get a loan. Even 
with a loan, they would have to 
sell here to repay. 

State Department experts point 
out that reduced United States 
tariffs .would cut the price of 
foreign goods here and increase 
their sales. Greater sales would 
mean more American dollars in 
the hands of foreigners to buy the 
machines, cotton, coal, oil and 
electrical equipment they want and 
need. 

Further, they argue, since the 
reduced United States tariffs 
would be made only in return for 
reduced trade barriers in other 
countries, more American goods 
could be sold abroad. 

Uncertainty Cited. 

To that Senator Hawkes (Rep.), 
New Jersey, replies there is great 
uncertainty over the costs of pro- 
duction, so there can be no cer- 
tainty over the amount of tariff 
reduction that would be safe. 


He says “the legitimate purpose 
of tariffs is to protect our national

their listening periods, have 
learned a good deal about what 
others think of us. We have been 
surprised to learn how many there 
are who think that our nation is 
not, as our national motto pro- 
claims, “one out of many,” but 
rather, “many out of one.” They 
think that bigotry and intolerance 
are prevalent. In consequence, our 
prestige in the world is greatly 
weakened, | 


Most people of the world are not 
white and they are not adherents 
of the Christian or the Jewish 
traditions. In fact, no race and 
no religion can muster a majority 
of the whole. Thus no group is 
accepted in the world as a friend, 
if its members seem to be%¥con- 
temptuous of races or religions 
different from their own. 


For several centuries now, the 
peoples of the western democra- 
cies, themselves a small minority, 
have had leadership in the world. 
That is because, initially at least, 
they made great contributions to 
human welfare. The French, to- 
ward the end of the eighteenth 
century, exploded upon a world of 
despotism the revolutionary slogan 
of human “liberty, equality and 
fraternity.” England, since the 
early days, has nurtured equal jus- 
tice. Later, its industrial revolu- 
tion showed men everywhere how 
to be more productive by using 
mechanical power and machinery. 
In the United States, our founders 
launched the “great American ex- 
periment” as a beacon of liberty 
in the world. However, many of 
those in the western democracies 
developed an attitude of superior- 
ity and treated with contempt 
those of other races and other re- 
ligions. That has bullt up a size- 
able back-log of resentment in the 
world,

There are many 
ears which listen eagerly to Soviet 
propaganda which features a so- 
called “classless” society. If that 
goes on, the United States is in a 
position of great peril. We would 
be as a small boat in a tempes- 
tuous sea. 


It is both morally wrong and 
practically dangerous for the Unit- 
ed States to have racial and re- 
ligious intolerance. It must be 
stamped out. President Lincoln 
pointed out that our Declaration 
of Independence “gave promise 
that in due time the weights 
should be lifted from the shoulders 
of all men, that all should have 
an equal chance.” We must re- 
dedicate ourselves to that great 
goal of our founders. 


The best way for men and 
women to achieve fellowship, ac- 
cording to my experience, is for 
them to work together for com- 
mon goals. When they do that, 
they think of each other as com- 
rades. At the United Nations As- 
sembly in London, the three top 
members of the United States 
“team” on trusteeship reflected 
the Jewish and Christian faiths, 
the white and Negro races, the 
Democratic and Republican par- 
ties. The three worked together 
without the slightest sense of be- 
ing “different.” We were seeking 
a common goal and conscious only 
of being persons who could help 
each other. 

That, to me, illustrates one way 
to get the brotherhood we need. 
Fellowship does not come readily 
from an act of will, or from a 
sense of duty. It does come readi- 
ly to those who feel under a sense 
of urgency to achieve great hu- 
man goals. Then there is need of 
help, and that need is filled by 
integrity and worth, qualities 
which are not the monopoly of 
any one race or creed. Intolerance 
and complacency usually go hand 
in hand, This is no time for 
either. ECs 


wage standards. Rates should be 
high enough for domestic products 
to compete on equal terms with 
products produced abroad under 
lower labor standards than we 
would tolerate here.”

up. That, they think, would make 
the bank and fund almost useless. 

What is worse, say the experts, 
slowed-down buying would mean 
continued unemployment and un- 
rest in war-wrecked nations. They 
point to the growing good for- 
tunes of French and Italian Com- 
munists, and credit part of it to 
lack of machines, coal, raw ma- 
terials—and lack of work. 

Beyond, for the experts, lies a 
major worry over United States 
markets. American industrial ca- 
pacity has doubled~through the 
war. There .is no certainty 
Americans can sell all they pro- 
duce, but foreign markets would 
help. The hope is to double ex- 
ports to help prevent surpluses 
and unemployment. 

Great Britain is in the same 
snot, but the conditions are worse 
because of its huge war debt.

SITUATION that is causing

abetted by the Czech police, who 
are in the hands of the country’s 
Communist party.

LST SAVES 39 ON U.S, SHIP 
AGROUND SOUTH OF IWO JIMA 


PEARL HARBOR, Feb. 15 (AP) 
—The 39 officers and men of the 
American freighter Lake Sapor, 
aground on little Minami island 50 
miles south of Iwo Jima, have 
been rescued by an LST, the Navy 
announced last night.

Taxpayer Migration to Country 
- Cuts Income; Demands for More 
Services Cause Increasing Costs 


CITIES 


The Problem: 


‘Political Ceiling’ 
Forces Levies on Incomes and Commod- 
ities and Other Charges. 


To Find New Revenue — 


on Property Taxes 


EDITOR'S Note—This is the first of two articles on the press- 
ing problems of decentralization of America’s big cities, the 
task of maintatning and expanding essential services over an 
unshrinkable area from which a large part of the taxpayers 
have moved, but who still work and play in the area.

It is not only the farm-born 
segment of the population that is 
involved in this reversal of an 
historic migration pattern. All 
rections of the population, munl- 
cipal experts say, are seeking es- 
cape from_ congestion, crowded 


living quarters and bad air. They 
are utilizing automobiles and 
speedy transportation to commute 
to work in cities where they no 
longer pay taxes. 

Likewise there has been a 
change in the components of the 
population. People are older, there 
has been‘a slowing up of the birth 
rate and a rise in the average age. 
The consequence is a demand. for 
new and different services on the 
part of the city government. 


Problem of the Cities. 


The residual problem for the 
city is this: How can expanding 
services be maintained over an 
unshrinkable geographic area 
from which a large portion of the 
inbahitants have moved. but who 
still work and play in the area? 
How can municipal finances, sub- 
ject to rigid state controls, meet 
the climbing outgo? 


The Tax Institute of New York 
says New York's Manhattan dis- 
trict lost one fifth of its population 
between 1910 and 1930. Cincinnati's 
basin district lost one fourth in 
the same period. The migration 
which took former residents out- 
side the taxation limits was com- 
mon throughout the nation. 

Decentralization, it is called, It 
supplants the nineteenth century 
pattern of rapid and continuous 
growth which brought cities to 
what Lewis Mumford has called 
the “megalopolitan” stage. 


Growing Demand for Service. 

The new trend has been estab- 
lished by both official and un- 
official] statisticians. Yet the serv- 
ices provided by the city in re- 
sponse to its growth remain, and 
are growing in response to de- 
mand and necessity. 


A few—a very few—examples of 
these services would include rail- 
roads, public utilities, markets, 
ports and harbors, the traditional 
police and fire protection, public 
health, hospitals, education, broad- 
casting stations, traffic contro] 
and so on almost endlessly. 


Compare this highly selected 
listing with any complete tabula- 
tion of municipal services of say 
19 years ago. In 1824 Detroit 
gave its citizens 24 services; by 
1942 this had risen to 396 with no 
signs of stopping. 

Source of Taxes. 

Where does the money come 
from, and, more important, from 
whence can it be obtained today? 

Historically, American cities 
have depended heavily upon the 
general property tax. Even today 
the 155,000 units of local govern- 
ment derive from 8&3 to 98 per cent 
of their revenue from this single 
aeource. 

Second in importance is the aid 
the localities receive from their re- 
spective states. * This vaties from 
state to state. And in five states 
—Fiorida, Kentucky, Nevada, 
Texas and Vermont—no state aid 
whatever is forthcoming. 

Localities first sought to In- 
crease their property tax revenues 
through such devices as reassess- 
ment, 100 per cent valuation, re- 
moval of tax exemptions where 
possible, and the like. 

Much Property Exempt. 

There are stumbling blocks 
here. Tax-exempt property, across 
the nation, is estimated by the 
Council of State Governments at 
more than 26 billion dollars, or 18 
per cent of the nation's taxable 
property. Most of it is concentrat- 
ed in cities. 

New York City, for example, has 
‘more than five and one-half billion 
dollar tax exempt property within 
its limits in the form of schools, 
churches and primarily govern- 
ment property. Fifty-two other 
cities of more than 100,000 popu- 
lation have such property in total 
-of 11 billion dollars, the Census 
Bureau estimates. 

The difficulties in the way of 
lifting tax exemptions are mani- 
fold. There is, moreover, a sort 
of “political ceiling” against in- 
creasing property tax rates. In its 
publication “state-local relations,” 
the Council of State Governments 
said: — 

“Though localities have been 
historically dependent upon this 
(the property) tax for the largest 
proportion of their income, the tax 
is apparefitly incapable of expand- 
ing at a rate sufficient to meet 
growing local expenditures. This 
is probably due to political causes 
as much as to economic ones, and 
there seems at this time little 
possibility of breaking property 
‘ tax rates through the political 
ceilings against which they are 
now hard-pressed.” . 

Search for New Revenue. 

Thus the almost desperate hunt 
for new sources of revenue. Al- 
ready, with less than half the 
century past, these new taxes, un- 
dreamed of even 50 years ago, rep- 
resent from two to 17 per cent of 
local revenue. In some isolated 
instances, non-property revenue is 
as much as 76 per cent of the 
total income. 

St. Louis, for example, recently 
added an income tax, thus joining

Philadelphia's tax, aimed at re- 
capturing that commuting popula- 
tion’a income, applies to all in- 
come earned within the city, re- 
gardiess of whether the recipi- 
ent resides there; and*to all resi- 
dents who derive their income 
from businesses outside the city. 

Parking meters, installed now 
in almost 500 cities, are consid- 
ered “essentially a traffic control 
device”; but nonetheless produced 
nationally more than $%,000,000 
last year. 


Charging for Services. 


Sewer rentals bring both De- 
troit and Cleveland in excess of 
$1,000,000 annually, with the tax 
spreading rather widely through 
the nation. Garbage collection 
fees are another source which pro- 
duces varying amounts, depending 
upon the service and the : ate. 


Such charges represent a prac- 
tice more and more municipali- 
ties are adopting: That of charg- 
ing for the services rendered. 
This, the experts say, has the 
double advantage of gearing the 
service to actual need and of 
keeping it flexible. 


Gasoline and motor fuel taxes 
now are effective in more than 
250 communities. Levying at the 
rate of one cent a gallon, St. 
Louis realized $905,000 in 1944, 
Kansas City $467,000; and Bir- 
mingham, Ala., $301,000. 


Public Ownership of Utilities, 


There is an alternative to im- 
position of new taxes represented 
in the féw cities which gain the 
major portion of all of their rev- 
enue from municipal ownership 
of public ytilities. 

The Council of State Govern- 
ments reported this about muni- 
cipal ownership: 

“There is a small number of 
cities in the United States whose 
citizens are entirely tax-free as 
the result of profitable operation 
of municipally-owned public 
service enterprises. 

“All these cities are below 
10,000 population. On the other 
hand, at least 10 cities of more 
than 20,000 population derived at 
least 29 per cent of their total 
revenue from contributions of 
their own public service enter- 
prises... . 

“Many utilities, especially in 
large cities, are operated at a 
net deficit, usually on the theory 
that their services contribute to 
the general welfare.” 

Of the 10 cities, Jacksonville, 
Fla., received 54 per cent of its 
revenues from this source; Rocky 
Mount, N. C., 73 per cent; Austin, 
Tex., 30 per cent; while Los 
Angeles, Boston, Louisville, and 
Milwaukee each” received more 
than $1,000,000, the council re- 
ported, — 

Warning on Dangers. 

The council also warned against 
the “inherent dangers” in the ap- 
plication of non-property taxes, 
saying: 

“Many of these sources of local 
income are not desirable forms of 
taxation because they bear 
hardest on those less able, to 
era 

“Local taxes are easier to evade 
than taxes levied in larger dis- 
tricts; their imposition has unde- 
sirable -effects in inducing the 
movement of businesses and resi- 
dents to lower tax areas. 

“Weaknesses of the new sources 
of locally collected income. . 
demonstrate that these - sources 
must be used cautiously; they 
should not be depended upon to 
supply localities with a major 
share of the revenue needed to 
carry on their ever-increasing 
functional Joad .. . 

“Finally the multiplication of 
local taxes makes it more diffi- 
cult to keep the nation’s public 
finance system sensitive to 
changes in the business cycle; 
and the possibility of successfully 
achieving desirable nti-cylical 
policies is thereby decreased.”

RULING COURTS MAY REVIEW 
CAB ORDERS ON AIR CARRIERS 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 15 (AP) 
—The United States Fifth Circuit 


Court of Appeals ruled today that 
courts may review orders of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board affecting 
American air carriers.

about filibusters. Six Senators 
—four of them Republicans and 
two Democrats, one from _ the 
South — have introduced resolu- 
tions to invoke cloture by a ma- 
jority instead of the two-thirds 
vote now required. There are 
sound reasons why public support 
should force the enactment of the 
best of the resolutions immedi- 
ately. 

It is imperative that the provi- 
sions of the resolutions against 
filibustering now pending.in the 
Senate be clearly understood, 


Senate Resolution 25, introduced 
by Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, and Senate 
Resolution 30 by Senators Willi 
F. Knowland, of California, and 
Homer L. Ferguson, of Michigan, 
both Republicans, are essentially 
identical. 

When 16 members of the Senate 
sign a petition to limit debate and 
a majority votes affirmatively for 
that motion, one hour and no 
more shall be permitted to each 
Senator to speak on the pending 
measure and all amendments 
thereto, according to the Salton- 
stall proposal. 

The Knowland resolution sets 
no specified allotment of time but 
simply provides for a majority 
determination as to whether de- 
bate shall be limited. 

Senate Resolution 32, which 
Senator Wayne L. Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, and Glen lL. Taylor 
(Dem.), Idaho, introduced contains 
one unique and highly valuable 
phrase prohibiting suspension of 
the Journal of the previous day's 
session except by unanimous con- 
sent but providing that any mo- 
tions’ to amend or correct the 
Journal can be put to an aye Or 
nay vote under Rule XXII. ~ 

The importanc® of this can be 
seen in the fact that the long fili- 
buster against the Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Commission dur- 
ing the Seventy-ninth ongress 
was wholly on picayune points of 
order on approval of the Journal 
which prevented the Senate ever 
taking up the bill itself. 

Morse-Taylor Bill Weaknéss. 

The Morse-Taylor resolution 


.}eontains one provision which, with 


the most honorable intentions, is 
harmful, as it would permit 24 
weeks or almost six months of 
speechmaking after cloture had 
been voted through permitting 
each of the 96 Senators three 
hours of debate. 

Senator. Morse has vigorously 
championed Senate sessions round 
the clock as the most effective 
means of smashing talk mara- 
thons. But 288 hours of filibuster 
would mean 12 days and nights of 
continuous presence in the Capitol 
of the full Senate, which not even 
the youngest and healthiest Sen- 
ator could survive. 

Senate Resolution 39 by Senator 
Claude Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
like the Saltonstall and Knowland- 
Ferguson resolugion, provides for 
one hour of debate by each Sen- 
ator. It also contains the dubious 
provision that no cloture petition 
shall be permitted to be filed until 
“after 10 calendar days have 
elapsed since such debate has be- 
guh.” 

Under normal conditions 10 
days of actual sitting of the Sen- 
ate on a three-times-a-week basis 
would mean that a filibuster could 
be waged three weeks with all 
other business stymied before any 
attempt to limit debate could be 
made. 

This could be followed by eight 
more weeks of stoppage of the na- 
tion’s business so far as the Sen- 
ate is concerned if every one of 
the 96 Senators saw fit to use 
the one hour allotted him and if 
the Senate sat its usual four hours 
a day three times a week.

American Dead 
In Pacitic in 
New Cemeteries 


Four Large Burial 
Grounds on Island 
of Luzon in Phil- 


ippines. 
T pietea its task of moving to a 

few large cemeteries the thou- 
sands of graves of Americans who 
died in the Pacific campaigns in 
the recent war, 

Typical of the work, accom- 
plished by the graves registration 
service are the four armed forces 
cemeteries on the island of Luzon, 
in the Philippines, where 17,100 
graves have been -concentrated 
from 25 scattered temporary ceme- 
teries. These contained the re- 
mains of men who died in the 
Bataan campaign, in prisoner of 
war camps and in the reconquest 
of the island. 


Largest of the burial grounds 
on Luzon is United States Armed 
Forces Cemetery Manila, No. 2, 
where are interred 10,039 Ameri- 
cans previously buried in 10 ceme- 
teries. These included, cemeteries 
for prisoners of war confined at 
Camp O’Donnell, Cabanatuan, Le- 
gaspi, Bilibid prison and Santo 
Tomas and others at San Fer- 
nando, La Loma and Olangapo. 


Manila No. 2 occupies a beauti- 
ful wooded site on the outskirts 
of the city. It was opened in 
April, 1945, by personnel of the 
Philippine Base Section. Among 
men from the 8t. Louis area 
buried there is Maj. Gerald H. 
Hoffman, Washingtan University 
graduate who participated in the 
Bataan “death march” and died 
later at Camp O’Donnell. 


Another cemetery near Manila, 
known as Manila No. 1, contains 
1481 graves, mostly casualties of 
the First Cavalry and _ Thirty- 
seventh Infantry Divisions. The 
War Department has announced 
that this cemetery has been closed 
to further interments, 

At Lingayen Bay, 135 miles north 
of Manila, is Santa Barbara Ceme- 
tery No, 2, with 5144 American 
graves. It was established in 
February 1945 by the Forty-third 
Infantry Division for personnel 
who died in the Northern Luzon 
fighting. Consolidated here are 
graves from 11 other cemeteries— 
at Lingayen, San Fabian, Santia- 
go, Sinalonan, Bamban, Bayam- 
bang, Binloo, Binmaley, Rosales, 
Tarlac and Valencia, 


Smallest of the Luzon ceme- 
teries is the one at Bantangas, 60 
miles south of Manila, with 436 
graves, It was established by the 
Eleventh Airborne Division and 
contains some graves moved from 
a cemetery at nearby Nasugbu. 


All of the cemeteries receive ex- 
cellent care by base section per- 
sonnel. Grass is cut and trees and 
shrubs are trimmed frequently. 
Attendants at the big Manila 
Cemetery No, 2 have told visitors 
the government spends half a mil- 
lion dollars a year on its upkeep. 


Plans now are being worked out 
by the War Department for re- 
moval of bodies to the United 
States at government expense, on 
request of relatives. :

“Stacking” System Used. 

Planes are “held” in these 
zones awaiting their turn to land. 
This is accomplished now by a 
time and space separation known 
as “stacking.” Each plane is as- 
signed a level and told to fly a 
pattern marked by radio beacons 
on the ground. 

The bottom plane in a stack is 
called in, and then planes on the 
upper levels move down 1000 feet 
at a time. The traffic controller 
on the ground gives orders by 
radio to each plane, and each 
pilot acknowledges the order and 
reports his departure from a’ pre- 
viously assigned level. 

far as safety goes, the pres- 
ent airways traffic control sys- 
tem of the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration (CAB) couldn’t be 
better, It has a perfect record. 
No planes. flying “blind” (as in- 
strument operation is popularly 
known) under CAB control ever 
have collided, The record for 
planes flying in clear skies is 
somewhat less perfect. 

The trouble with the present 
method is that it is clumsy, slow 
and limited in capacity. Airlines 
must cut back schedules during 
low visibility weather. 

Operate About 800 Planes. 
The airlines now operate some 
800 planes. They average around 
ten hours in the air and several 
takeoffs and landings daily. In 
clear weather they can take off 
or land less than a minute apart. 
Bad weather landings require 
from five to 12 minutes each, and 
takeoffs. must be held back to 
permit three minutes’ clearance 
for a plane coming in through the 
overcast. 

That system is already inade- 
quate at cities like New York, 
Washington, Chicago and Los An- 
geles, 

The problem is being attacked 
in several ways: 

1. Multiple airways have been 
installed in the heaviest travel 
areas. There are three lanes 
between Boston, New York and 
Washington, for example, and 
double and triple air paths be- 
tween some other points, such 
as Detroit and Cleveland and 
Chicago. 

2. Because multiple airways 
increase the number of planes 
arriving in the airport area to 
land, the next step is to shorten 
the time required to land an 
airplane during instrument 
weather. Ground controlled ap- 
proach and instrument landing 
system are expected to reduce 
the landing time to a minimum 
of two minutes or less. That 
should cut deeply into the stack- 
ing problem, 

8%. The third, and perhaps 
most important move, is to give 
the ground controller § radar 
“eyes” to see the planes in the 
approach sone. 

Method Not Found. 

The last step would appear to 
be simple in the light of all that 
has been said about radar. No 
one doubts that it is the eventual 
answer, but thus far the method 
for adapting search radar to 
commercial airways traffic con- 
trol has- not been found. 

A major attack on the problem 
js being made by the airborne in- 
struments laboratory, an airlines 
project, at Mineola, N. Y. Labor- 
atory technicians set up radar an- 
tenna and studied the _ super- 
saturated New York area traffic 
for a couple of months. Now the 
equipment is being moved to a 
point near La Guardia Field and 
will be tried as an aid in actual 
traffic control. 

Search radar shows the direc- 
tion and distance of an airplane. 
To show the altitude, which is 
important to the controller, an- 
other piece of equipment must be 
used, The problem is to coordi- 
nate this data so that it is in- 
stantly available to the controller. 
Then a fourth piece of informa- 
tion must be gotten — identify- 
ing a particular plane instantly. 

All of the information neces- 
sary for the job can. be obtained 
now by various steps. For prac- 
tical use, however, the process 
must be greatly simplified and 
speeded up. 

The approach to a solution !s 
not confined to equipment on the 
ground, The laboratory is working 
also on airborne devices which 
will enable the pilot to see his 
own position in relation to the 
airport and to other planes in the 
approach zone. One such method 
would televise the radar scope to

HE real controversy over 
T American policy in China has 

only just begun, By no manner 
of means can it be said that we are 
getting out of China or that we 
are abandoning the attempt to 
exert an American influence in 
shaping the future of China. What 
we have done so far is to give up 
the attempt to implement and 
supervise a truce in the civil war 
in China. 

Giving up this attempt has left 
us free to withdraw the American 
personnel assigned to that duty. 
We have taken the opportunity at 
the same time to begin withdraw. 
ing most of our Marines in North 
China. 

We still have, however, a very 
considerable strategic leverage on 
the situation in China—a leverage 
which can be exerted either on 
the cituation in China itself or on 
American-Russian relations in the 
Far East. We have the MAGIC 
group, and the Seventh Fleet base 
at . strategic Tsingtao, on the 
Shantung peninsula, looking across 
the sea at the Russian positign in 
Port Arthur, on the Liadtung 
peninsula in Manchuria. Both of . 
these instruments of American 
policy involve delicate diplomatic 
and political considerations. 

Had Training Role. 

MAGIC is the abbreviation for 
Military Aid Group in China. It 
consists, as last reported, of about 
750 officers and men, assigned to 
train Chinese forces in the use of 
American equipment. At one time, 
the American policy in China of 
a military truce, to be followed by 
the setting up of a coalition gov- 
ernment, included the very logical 
step of merging both the party 
armies of the Kuomintang and the 
party armies of the Communists 
into one truly national Chinese 
army. The MAGIC group would 
have had a sound function in 
helping to establish uniform equip- 
ment and training and a uniform 
system of organization for such 
an army. ‘ 

As things now stand, however 
the MAGIC group can work only 
with the Kuomintang forces—an 
unneutral activity which the Rus- 
sians could, if they wanted to, 
seize on as justification for send- 
a military mission of their own to 
the Chinese Communists. 

The Seventh Fleet headquarters 
and base at Tsingtao are perhaps 
even more important. I know of 
no published figures on their ac- 
lvities, but American service men 
coming back from China report a 
pretty big operation. There seems 
to be no treaty giving America 
rights to bases in China, similar 
to the agreement which gives us 
bases in the Philippines. We are 


that the Chinese Government, in 
its morale-building propaganda to 
‘its own people, has made much of 
the fact that as a result of the 
cancellation of the “unequal trea- 
ties,” China has for the “irst time 
‘in 100 years recovered full sov- 
| ereignty over its own coasts, coast- 
al waters and inland waters. 
Difference in Positions. 
The explanation for our “infon 
mal” base at Tsingtao is, of 
course, the Russian base at Port 
Arthur. The difference between 

ithe Russian foothold and our good 
| lusty tochold is that the Rus 
| sians are in Port Arthur for a 
| definite term of 30 years, under 
a treaty which had advanced 
American approval, whereas no 
hint has ever been given of ad- 
vance Russian approval of our po- 
sition at Tsingtao. 

Both the Russian setup at Port 
Arthur and our more informal 
setup at Tsingtao are damaging to 
the full and effective sovereignty 
of China, even though both result 
from agreement of one kind or 
another. We may yet be able to 
get both the Russians out of Port 
Arthur and ourselves out of 
Tsingtao, by negotiation, Sut in 
view of the fact that the Russian 
position is more clear and specific 
than ours, the handling of the ne 
gotiations would be delicate. 

So much for our ability to 
exercise a leverage of real power 


in China. It is obvious that we 
have not fled in panic.

In Turkey; Kremlin-Controlled 
Government Held Soviet Goal 


People View Dardanelles. Demands as a 
Means to That End— Memory of Ata- 
turk and Changes He Brought Also a 


Vital Influence in 


Nation.

IRTUALLY every political event in Turkey can be explained 
either in terms of a fear of a memory. The fear is, of course, 
the fear of the Soviet Union. No Turk and indeed no foreign ob- 


server in Turkey has the faintest doubt as to the real Soviet ambitions. 


The Russians want a friendly 
Turkey, a Turkey on the Balkan 
model, with a regime imposed and 
controlled by the Kremlin. The 
Turks believe that the demand for 
joint control of the Dardanelles 
and the earlier demand for two 
northern Turkish provinces are 
but a means to that end. 


Thus, no informed Turk—and in 
Ankara even the lowliest Anato- 
lian peasant is remarkably in- 
formed—can go to bed at night 
without wondering when the mas- 
ters in the Kremlin will decide to 
reach out for what they want. 

It is hard to exaggerate the 
depth of this feeling. It is not 
generally known that the ma- 
neuvers—a politer wordfor a gen- 
eral mobilization—which took place 
here in September and October, 
were the result of a firm convic- 
tion held by the Turkish General 
Steff that a Russian attack was 
imminent. The Turkish generals 
were wrong. 

Pressure Continues. 

From the distance of America, 
ytheir fears may seem to have 
smacked of hysteria, but here in 
the shadow of the Soviet Union, 
it is possible to sense something 
of the meaning of the heavy psy- 
chological pressure to which the 
Turks are being subjected. 

It is true that the Turks are 
breathing a trifle more easily than 
they did a few months ago, yet 
the pressure continues. It takes a 
number of forms. One is the So- 
viet Radio which daily in Turkish 
broadcasts accuses the Turkish 
Government of everything from— 
oddly enough—being anti-religious 

to harboring a large contingent 
of American troops for war-like 
purposes. 

The Soviet press, both In the 
Soviet Union and the Balkan pup- 
pet. states, echoes the radio by 
heaping torrents of abuse on the 
Government. 

Again, there is the pressure or- 
eganized from within. Turkish es- 
timates of the Soviet investment, 
both in subsidizing pro-Soviet 
newspapers and in influencing 
Turkish politics, vary from half a 


million lira to five or six times 
that amount. These figures should 
no doubt be taken with a large 
grain of salt—grains of salt are 
evidently items of equipment as 
essential to the political reporter 
in the Near East as aspirin tab- 
lets. Even so, among competent 
observers there is no doubt that 
an attempt, said to be directed 
from Sofia, to capitalize on the 
prevailing discontent and to or- 
ganize a pro-Soviet underground 
is being made. 


A peculiar form of pressure to 
which the Turks consider them; 
selves subjected is the continuin 
Soviet importation of thousands of 
Armenians from the Middle East. 
Turks of all parties seem unani- 
mously convinced that the objec- 
tive of this Soviet-sponsored hegira 
is to build up a huge block of 
Armenians on the borders of Kars 
and Ardahan, the northern Turk- 
ish provinces, to which the Soviet 
press has already laid claim. 


The idea is that when enough 
Armenians have been imported, 
the Soviet Union will point out 
officially, as its press has already 
pointed out unofficially, that the 
Armenians need more living space. 
The demand for Kars and Ardahan 
will be renewed. This kind of 
orienta] triple play may seem 
plainly incredible to westerners, 

That the-.suspicion exists widely 
in Turkey, nevertheless, indicates 
the extent to which Turkish fears 
of Russian intentions, nourished 
by ancient tradition, have been 
aroused. Fear of Russia is a cen- 
tral factor in Turkish political 
life.

Only less central .than this fear 


‘is a memory, the memory of their

The first Christians recognized 
in these words a command to 
penance and self-denial, and re- 
alized that the Savior's redeeming 
death had nor relieved them of 
the duty of sharing the cross. “I 
rejoice now,” said St. Paul, “in the 
sufferings I bear for your sake; 
and what is lacking of the suffer- 
ings of Christ, I fill up in my 
flesh for his body, which is the 
Church. (Col. 1:24). 

Our need to share the Cross 
was also plain in St. Paul's epistle 
to the Romans, when he said: “...

FRANCE FORBIDS PARIS PAPERS 
TO GRANT WAGE INCREASES 


PARIS, Feb. 15 (AP)—The Gov- 
ernment stepped into the Paris 
newspaper strike today with a 
ruling from the Ministry of In- 
formation barring any paper from 
publishing if it granted demands 
from mechanical workers for a 25 
per cent wage increase. 

The stand was taken to pre- 
vent some publishers from bowing 
to the workers’ demands and to 
protect other publishers who con- 
tend they cannot afford a general 
wage increase. The strike kept all 
82 Paris daily newspapers from 
publishing for’ a second day, and 
no prospect of a settlement ap- 
peared, 

The Government, which has 
been opposing a general wage in- 
crease sought by the Communist- 
led Confederation Generale du 
Travail, France's largest labor or- 
ganization, gave no sign of re- 
treat. It said, however, that it 
was prepared to lift “abnormally 
low” wages to a minimum of 7500 
francs ($62.50) monthly. Wages 
in the publishing trade are above 
that figure.

BRIEF TRAINING, 6 YEARS

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Mary Catherine Reardon—A Case History 


A Noted Psychologist, Dr. George W. Crane, Examines a Terrible Family Tragedy and 


By Dr. George W. Crane 


Case M-439: Mary Catherine Reardon, 14, charged 
with killing her father, J. Vincent Reardon, 58, and her 
boy friend, Michael D’Arcy, 13. 


HE tragedy of Mary Catherine Reardon should make all 

parents take stock of themselves, for this girl started out in 

life equipped with attractive physical characteristics and a 
good brain. Today she could have been a lovely high school stu- 
dent with many friends and lots of wholesome fun. Instead she 
is charged with killing her father and causing the death of her 
youthful boy friend. Her life is ruined. In addition she has 
brought untold sorrow to members of two families. 


What happened? 
Where did this girl get off the track? 
Why did she want to run away? 


That last question, it seems to me, is the key to Mary’s whole 
problem—running away. She has long been attempting to flee 
from an unhappy environment. 

It started in her own home where her contacts with her 
mother were not normal. The mother, too, according to Mary, 
was running away from life on frequent occasions in the company 
of John Barleycorn, 

Alcohol is an escape mechanism that gets out of control, a 
respite from deep fears. This condition, in turn, reacted on the 
mother, and friends tell me that as time went on she became 
jealous of Mary, the child she was never allowed to correct. 

The lack of proper mother-daughter friendship and camara- 
derie not only left Mary feeling emotionally insecure, but it also 
gave her an inferior social complex. That was because many of 
her classmates knew about her unfortunate home life. 

Mary was thus not only confronted with the problem of trying 
to win friends and popularity in her own right but she felt an 
extra handicap in the public knowledge of her mother’s incapacity. 

Now enters the busy father, a fine man, who had not the 
slightest knowledge of child psychology. He awkwardly attempted 
to remedy matters by being generous with money. Before she 
reached her teens Mary was always well supplied with dollar bills 
and was allowed to charge things to her father’s account. Needless 
to say she was the envy of her classmates whose financial re- 
sources were counted in dimes and quarters. 

Mary had money before she had learned to earn it or to 
manage it. Parents, beware! 

Money will not. buy permanent friendship, even from 
your own child. A child needs more than a handful of 
money each week. Better that you play with your child 
and build up a strong bond of affection and respect, even 
though your financial limit for an allowance is 10 cents 
a week. 

You may be measured by your money in the business 
world but you will never be measured by money in the 
eyes of your own child. Don’t ever forget it. 


Too many busy American fathers are thus penny wise and 
pound foolish. When I was lecturing in Columbia, O., a few years 
ago, a 17-year-old boy wanted me to intervene with his parents 
and try to get their permission for him to join the Air Corps. 

He added, further, that he hoped to be shipped to Germany 
and wanted to be shot down in actual combat. Naturally, this 
abnormal! reaction caused me to inquire further into his case. 


Parents Took Love for Granted 


He informed me that his mother didn’t care anything about 
him, for she was gone all the time in her civic clubs and social 
affairs. 

And his dad never talked to him, he remarked, except to bawl 
him out. But: both parents were heartbroken when confronted 
with their only son's admission. 

They loved their boy, of course, but they thought he had 
known it all along. The father took the lad’s high marks on his 
report card for granted and only grunted an acknowledgment 
thereof. 

But when the boy brought home a poor grade, then his dad 
“bawled him out.” So the boy decided his father didn’t have any 
use for him, either, and hence actually tried to get into the Air 
Corps so he could be killed abroad. 

Now that boy’s father indulged him heavily with money, but 
money doesn’t buy friendship and affection. 

Mary's father was a very busy man. As the head of a 

big business during the war years, he was sorely tried. 

Yet all the evidence indicates that he was his daughter’s 

very best friend, that he tried. with might and main to 

compensate for the things she lacked. But, alas, his 
- knowledge of children was small] and his infatuation was 
great. He could not deny his daughter anything. 

&o itt came to be that Mary Catherine Reardon felt desertéd 
in an emotional sense. Many children who lack a strong and 
reassuring feeling of security in their own homes, later compen- 
sate for this lack by becoming very popular and happy at school 
or in a Girl Scout or Camp Fire organization. But Mary seems 
to have fallen short in that regard, probably due to two facts: 

One—When she was ready for the seventh grade many of her 
friends left the Ladue School for John Burroughs. Mary was 
unable to get in because of scholastic reasons. So she felt “left 
out.” She felt debarred from her pals when she had to begin all 
over again in a new school, 

This is a far more serious crisis in the life of a child than 
the casual adult ever dreams of. 


Child Wants to Belong to Crowd 


For children crave a sense of social acceptance. They want 
to fee] that they belong to the crowd. Their ego receives a whole- 
some boost when their mates call out, “Hello, Mary. Come over 
to my house tonight and we'll study together.” 

Or maype it is simply a “di, Mary, how about coming to my 
house for a slumber party on Friday night.” 

Mary Reardon's pals unwittingly deserted her, therefore, just 
at a critical period in her life, and she was thrown among a new 
crowd. 

Two—She began to grow rapidly. She became larger and 
heavier than girls of her age. Now, at 14, she has the weight 
and stature and general contours of a 17-year-old. 

This rapid growth is often a handicap to both boys and girls, 
for they may be so much larger than other children in the same 
school room that they are conspicuous. Then, the reaction is that 
they must be “dumb” to be so big when most of the children 
around them are small. 

Moreover, even we teachers sometimes forget that 1.Q. has 
little to do with height or weight, so we subconsciously think the 
Nttle fellows in the class seem so much brighter than the big oafs,

although those little fellows may actually be six months older by 
the calendar than the big, fast-growing boys and girls. 

A child who thus matures earlier than the average, 
grows very sensitive. And he may try to affect the ways, 
as well as the vices, of the grown-ups whom he so nearly 
resembles in physique. 

So he may drink and smoke and adopt profanity. He 
may even carry a pistol to show off. Mary’s boy friend 
was even more precocious in his physical development 
than Mary, for I am told that, at 18, he was 5 feet @ inches 
tall and weighed 175 pounds, 


Perhaps both he and Mary felt a kinship or affinity because 
they were both confronting the same psychological problems. 
Both of them had the mental age or I.Q. to carry their studies 
quite satisfactorily, but emotional maladjustment caused them to 
drop in their grades. 

So, like thousands of other children who have been in the 
game boat through the years, they just decided to quit school 
entirely and run away from it all. 


Overweight Causes Unhappiness 


Mary’s unhappiness, too, is indirectly attested to by the fact 
that she is heavy. One of her former classmates reports that 
she would sit down and consume three malted milks in a row! 

But excessive eating is frequently due to emotional maladjust- 
ment or unhappiness. The last issue of the American Medical 
Journal carries an excellent article on this: subject, where a 
number of reasons for overweight are listed. Prominent among

Twelve Don'ts for Parents 


to provide wholesome guidance for children, Dr. Crane lists 

he following 12 “Don'ts” for parents: 

1. Don’t think that money can ever,.take the place of 
personal contacts with your child. * 

2. Don’t say “run along and don’t bother me now for I 
want to read my paper,” thereby*alienating your child. 


8. Don’t give your child a large allowance, Gift 
money isn’t valued very highly. “Easy come; easy go.” 

4. Don’t quarrel with your mate at dinner and then make 
up only after the child is in bed and can’t see your 
reconciliation. 

5. Don’t keep your nose in the paper or your ear to the 
radio every night in the week. Revive your romance with your 
mate by going through the old motions of courtship. 

6. Don’t bar your children from participation in family 
recreation or amusement. 

7. Don’t grumble about the children’s noise when they 
have their pals in, and thus drive them elsewhere. | 


8. Don’t make glib pledges of future rewards for 
better school marks, and then forget such promises. 


9. Don’t lie abed on Sunday or treat the Sabbath as 
solely a holiday with no emphasis on ethical training. 

10. Don’t whisk your child in and out of different schools, 
every year or so, thereby preventing his development of deep 
friendships with his pals. ‘ 


11. Don’t let your child reach adulthood with little 
practical grasp of budgeting or money Management. 


12. Don’t ridicule your ehild’s fears or worries or youthful 
romances, or you'll lose his confidence, 


S a means of helping to insure marital happiness and 


that list is unhappiness or emotional upsets. Incidentally, the 
author concludes by saying that very few cases of obesity are due 
to thyroid deficiency, although he admits that most physicians 
automatically prescribe thyroid because it has been alos pee to 
do so for many years past. 

But there is another probable reason why Mary wished 
to run away from her associates. She is afflicted with a mild 
case of acne or pimples. 

This bothers boys, as well as girls, but is especially devastating 
to the morale of girls. One of the members of our Chicago schools 
informed me some time ago that acne or pimples is the greatest 
reason why children ask for interviews with their health advisors. 


Don’t ever make the mistake of believing that your 
child’s appearance is not ,mportant. By that I do not 
mean extra-fine or flashy clothes, [| do mean that children, 
particularly girls, should be neat, clean and well groomed 
and be comparable to their classmates. Any physical 
deficiencies should be taken care of, as far as possible, 
immediately. 

For when a person feels, rightly or wrongly, that he 
is debarred from happy social relations, he may develop 
such a distorted viewpoint that he loses his moral per- 
spective. 


We had a recent case in Chicago in which a 17-year-old boy 
was led into crime because he wanted money for a plastic opera- 
tion. His unthinking playmates had always called him “Ape Face.” 

So, in Mary Reardon, we have a lonely soul who couldn’t buy 
with dollars the socia] acceptance which she craved. She tried 
to run away from it all. She didn’t want to be brought back to 
association with girls, for she felt that she suffered by comparison 
with them. 

Many young women who profess disinterest in their own sex 
and rush avidly into men’s sports and masculine professions, are 
really afflicted with a deep-seated feminine inferiority complex. 


Dislike for Her Own Sex 

Mary Reardon’s statement that she “didn't want to go back 
to that old girl’s school,” is very revealing. Phrased as she prob- 
ably meant it, she intended to say: “I don’t want to go back to 
that old school for girls.” 

The adjective “old” was misplaced in her remark, but when 
properly employed, as in the re-phrased statement above, shows 
her dislike for her own sex. 


It was at the coroner’s inquest that I first saw Mary 
Reardon, She appeared calm, disinterested and expres- 
sionless, 

When one of the physicians described her father’s 
crushed body, and the fact that his right eyeball had burst 
and scattered its contents over hig mutilated cheek, she 
yawned. 

Throughout the entire inquest she kept yawning, even 
when she was charged with having fired the gun into her 
father’s head. 


Moreover, her breathing rate never varied to any significant 
degree, This respiration rate was 22 times per minute, when I 
took it early in the inquest. It reached 24 on another count, and 
fell to 20, but on the other 10 times I counted it during various 
tragic spots in the hearing, it always registered 22. 

I counted the respiration rate of ond of the nurses in the 
room. It was also 22. A girl reporter showed a breathing rate 
of 24, so Mary’s respiration rate, which*is an indirect barometer 
of emotional excitement, showed as much indifference as her 
stolid face. 

Only twice during the three-hour inquest did she change her 
expression at all. On one of those occasions, she looked back 
and smiled at one of the half dozen nurses sitting against the rear 
wall. At another time, when the pathologist opened his ponderous

anatomy book to look up the spelling of the zygomatic bone, she 
joined the crowd in a general laugh. 

During the remainder of the time she simply sat quietly, with 
hands folded in her lap. She didn’t fidget. It was entire hour 
before she first unclasped her hands. Then she refolded them, 
and remained as an apparently aloof, disinterested spectator of 
the entire proceedings, 

When asked if she wished to testify, she took the advice of 
her attorney and declined. Her voice was weak and child-like. 


Inquest Simply Bored Her 


So Mary was either doped with sedatives to the point where 
she was indifferent, or else was emotionally apathetic. Because 
of the fact that a photographer caught her as she left the room 
and before she could fully cover her face with the magazine that 
had lain on her lap all morning, and because she then fiashed 
him an animated smile, I am inclined to think that the gruesome 
tragedies described during the three-hour inquest simply bored her. 

During a rest period midway of the inquest, she thumbed 
through the magazine, idly looking at the illustrations therein, 


Some of your famous St. Louis psychiatrists have been 
quoted as saying she demonstrates a serious personality 
degeneration, that she is a sanitarium case, and well she 
may be. 

But if she is, it will simply mean ‘again that Mary 
Reardon has “run away” from normal life into the border- 
land of the split personality. She has found life too cruel 
and forbidding to want to stay in the land of normalcy. 


This is the route traversed by tens of thousands of brilliant 
American youth, They flee so far they ultimately reach the land 
of psychosis or insanity. 

But the best solution for this growing problem in America is 
to vaccinate against insanity by teaching: your children to love 
and respect you, by enabling them to win friends and to carry on 
an interesting conversation while on a date, and to perform 
creditably in sports and other of the typical amusements or recre- 
ation of their age and sex. 


For people never run away from that which is basic- 


ally pleasant. They never flee from real happiness. 


Make their enjoyment of reality so great that they will never 
be tempted to fun away, either to a distant part of this country 
or even into the land of psychosis.

“I want 
the public in general and 
in-laws in particular to 
know that from now on ‘any 
intaw who interferes in a 
case before me will be sent 
to jail. There is hardly a 
divorce case on the books 
that wasn't influenced in 
some way by nagging, in- 
terfering, nosey, frustrated 
in-laws, many of whom have 
made messes of their own 
marriages. It’s an evil too 
big for one judge to con- 
‘quer singlehanded, but when 
it occurs here I can order 
‘the meddlers to get out and 
stay out of the lives of the 
people they are harassing. 
ERS-IN-LAW ARE TOO FREE And if they disobey my or- 

WITH ADVICE” der, I can and will lock 

them up.” .The speaker was Judge Robert Jerome Dunne, 
acting chief justice of the Circuit Courts, Son of the late 
Edward F. Dunne who was Mayor of Chicago and Governor 
of Illinois, the judge has been on the Circuit bench 14 years 
and more than once has set off explosions over the conduct 
of divorce cases here. In June, 1944, after a year in the court's 
divorce division, he demanded that he be reassigned to the 
criminal division or any other section of the court that would 
free him from the necessity of putting assunder American 


couples. *

“For a year now,” he said at that time, “I have 
kept a watch at the sickbed of the American home. I 
have watched its fight for life against the cynicism, 
immorality and plain indifference of husbands and 
wives and mothers and fathers. Ringing in my ears 
are the bewildered protests of tiny children who have 
cried out at the things their parents called each other. 
Ahead of me I can see only more cynicism, more hate, 
more immorality, more childhood tragedy—and at an 
ever increasing rate, It is too much for one person to

@ JUDGE DUNNE’S DEMAND for « new assignment was 
followed by an immediate protest on the part—of all people— 
the leading divorce attorneys of Chicago. They asserted his 
conduct of the divorce court was the most efficient and humane 
in the court’s history and expressed the fear that many pro- 
gressive innovations in procedure would be lost if he should be 
assigned elsewhere. The innovation for which Judge Dunne 
will be longest remembered, however, is the pre-trial confer- 
ence—an informal conference in chambers with only the judge 
and the estranged couple present.

His stand against interfering in-laws grew out 
of the rising flood of alienation of affections suits which fol- 
lowed the Illinois Supreme Court's ruling last October, knock- 
ing out a statute which prohibited such suits in Illinois. Judge 
Dunne believes that the interfering, alienating in-law should 
have to pay for meddling in the lives of others.

Saga of Sadie, the Quiz Queen 


Brooklyn Housewife Has: Made*Career Out of Appearing on Radio Shows

NEW YORK, Feb. 15. 


RS. SADIE HERTZ is. a 
short, squat Brooklyn -house- 
wife, who holds the unofficial, 
but nonetheless undisputed, title 
of Quiz Queen of American radio. 
In the past eight years, Sadie 
has appeared on hundreds of pro- 
grams. She estimates that she has 
answered—or attempted to answer 
—at least 4000 questions. She has 
won hundreds of prizes, ranging 
from a barber chair to a size 48 
corset. The smallest prize she ever 
won was a machine-stitched dolly; 
the most expensive a 24-piece set 
of solid sterling silver. Her proud- 
est prize is a breast pin the 
shape of a bee with gold legs, 
rhinestone eyes and a red glass 
stomach. 


Sadie is no mental giant. In 
fact, although she has made a 
career of appearing on radio quiz 
programs for the past eight years, 
she is somewhat on the sad side 
when it comes to answe an 
question tougher than what is two 
times two. But because Sadie has 
a certain charm, an innate sense 
of showmanship, a luscious Brook- 
lyn accent, which is strictly of “the 
olly boid gets the woim” voltage, 
and a well-developed acquaintance 
with the emcees of most quiz pro- 
grams, she has been selected as a 
contestant on more quiz programs 
more times than any other woman 
in America. 


In her long career of haunting 
quiz program broadcasts, Sadie 
has been known to come up with 
some pretty comical answers. On 
one program the quiz master 
asked: “Sadie, can you define the 
word ‘chicanery’?” Replied Sadie, 
after a moment's puzzled thought, 
“Sure, it’s something you put in 


your coffee te make it taste like 


sumpin’ else.” 

Sadie may be no savant but she 
knows how to turn her lack of a 
correct answer into a good laugh. 
She doesn't mind airing hér ignor- 
ance on the radio because she 


- usually walks away from the pro- 


gram with something like a four- 
slice electric toaster or a 50-piece 
set of pots and pans for her pains. 

I'm commercul, I am,” says 
Sadie modestly. “I'm a reglar 
comedian. It just comes natcheral. 
Why I’ve had folks say if I'd 
studied for the theeater I couldn't 
be better.” 

Sometimes—at least in thése lat- 
ter days since Sadie’s sideline has 
grown into the status of a pro- 
fession—it is difficult to be sure 
nips she’s really at sea over 
a question or just sparring for a 
laugh, For instance, when she was 
asked if she knew what a bittern 
was, she replied: “Sure, it’s a 
small sour pickle, which they sell 
‘em two for a nickel in Brooklyn.” 

Six days out of every week will 
find Sadie haunting from one to 
three quiz broadcasts. If she 
doesn’t know the emcee well, what 
she calls her “poisonality and pep” 
soon make her a standout in the 
audience. During the warm-up, 
before the program goes on the 
air, Sadie, who usually manages 
to get an aisle seat, usually also 
manages to attract the attention 
of the quiz master. 

Sadie’s willingness to go along 
with a gag, her Brooklyn accent 
and her completely uninhibited be- 
havior before a studio audience do 
the rest. It’s a sad day for Sadie 
when she doesn’t land on some 
program and bring home at least 
a little bacon in the form of a 
couple of dollars or a pair of what 
she calls “nylum hose.”

it her profession. She says “me 
and some other ladies from Brook- 
lyn got some tickets to a broad- 
cast where they give little things 
away if you can answer some 
questions about cooking.” 

Sadie can’t remember, but she 
thinks she won a box of nutmeg 
on that program, and that was the 
bait that led her on to bigger 
things, Soon she was winning 
loaves of bread and bags of food 
and when she came up on One 
program with,a floor lamp, there 
was no turning back. ‘ 

Now Sadie is on hand for at 
least one and sometimes as many 
as three programs a day. She 
pops out of bed at the crack of 
dawn, gets breakfast for her hus¢ 
band, Charlie Hertz, who works 
in a laundry, with the toaster and 
egg-boiler she has won on quiz 
contests, and tidies up her house. 
She is in Manhattan, maybe as 
early as 8:30 for a chance at the 
first quiz broadcast. Many a day, 
she attends another in the after- 
noon, and on days when she runs 
the number up to three, husband 
Charlie meets her in New York 
and they attend an evening quiz 
session together. . 


If there have been quiz contests 
on the air in which Sadie has not 
participated, it’s because they're 
very new or didn’t have a very 
long life. She has been interro- 
gated on Professor Quiz, Double 
or Nothing, Detect and Collect, 
Dr. I. Q., Give and Take, Break 
the Bank, Take It or Leave It, 
Mrs. Goes-A-Shopping, Ladies Be 
Seated, and dozens of others. 

“You gotta plan things ahead 


when you’re in radio,” says Mrs. 
Hertz. “Fer instance, there’s plan- 
ning meals ahead. It ain’t so 
simple to go to all these here pro- 
grams. But me, I love radio. It 
ain’t like movie pitchers where 
you just watch. In radio you meet 
people from all aveners of life. 
It’s like you wag really part of 
the radio woild.” 

In actual cash, Sadie’s take on 
quiz progfams has been consider- 
able but she maintains she has 
never kept books on just what her 
curious profession has paid into 
the Hertz bankbook. She remem- 
bers that she once got $10 in 
nickels for guessing, and then 
singing, a song with the word 
“apple” in the title. Sadie sang 


“In the Shade of the Old Apple * 


Tree.” She also at one time got 
a clothes hamper for guessing a 
Hawaiian tune and doing a hula 
a dance in a grass skirt. 

“You unnerstan, though,” says 
Sadie, “that it’s all in fun. Me, 
I'm always the lady. I was born 
in Philadelphia, even if I did move 
to Brooklyn when I was real 
young.” 
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ADIE is no longer content, as 

in her early days, to gladden the 

hearts of radio listeners with 
her wit for nothing. She has won 
too many prizes—in a recent week 
she walked off with a chromium- 
trimmed bridge table and four 
chairs, a coffeemaker, a 12-piece 
set of glass stemware—to be sat- 
isfied with just being on the pro- 
gram, Now something of a prima- 


dofina, she expects a small dona- 


tion for a newspaper interview 
and when a national magazine 
proposed doing a story on her as 
the Quiz Queen of Radio, she set 
her price as half of the writer's 
fee, Sadie has determined to cash 
in on the sideline which emanci- 
pated her from the uneventful life 
of a Brooklyn housewife. 


Around the broadcasting stu- 


' dios, there are hundreds of stories 


concerning some of the amazing 
answers which Sadie has given to 
some pretty ordinary questions. 
For instance there was the time 
that Sadie guessed that “Who's 
Who” was a story about owls. 

Another time, she opined that “a 
stalagmite is a guy what believes 
in Stalin.” Recently she was 
awarded a trip to Philadelphia to 
appear on a televized quiz pro- 
gram. The first question she was 
asked was: “What is a caboose?” 
Sadie answered promptly in her 
peppy Brooklynese: “It’s a goil 
‘papoose.” She won a_ turkey 
roaster, a 15-pound “boid” and 25 
bucks in cash. 

Last October, Sadie got selected 
for what has probably been the 
highest honor bestowed upon her 
in her eight-year career of quiz- 
contesting. She was selected 
Queen for a Day. 

“T got selected because I told 
them when they asked me what 
would I wish if I had just one big 
wish that I would wish that I 
would be young again and riding 
in a horse and buggy with my 
husband to be,” Sadie explained. 

Mrs. Hertz’s description of that 
romantic sortie in a hansom cab 
with her husband-to-be so moved 
the judges that Sadie was named 
Queen for a Day and received 
three dozen roses, got her hair 
“styled” by a Madison Avenue hair 
bender, was taken to the Monte 
Carlo for lunch, and given box 
seats to a Broadway play. 

“Tt was all nice,” she says. 
“They even give me a new dress 
and a pocketbook and a hat and 
an order to get me a goidle made 
to order.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15. 
HE little pilchard, better 
T known as the sardine, has 
given San Francisco’s storied 
Fisherman’s Wharf a _ colossal 


headache by the simple technique 


of “taking a powder.” 2 

Fragrant sea breezes play over 
the lagoon at the foot of Tele- 
graph Hill, and the usual num- 
ber of landlubbing sightseers line 
the wharves to watch the nightly 
spectacle of the hip-booted “pesca- 
tori” clearing the dock to. steer 
their rugged boats out the Golden 
Gate in quest of the phosphores- 
cent glow which means a school 
of sardines. 

After the fishing fleet has 
sailed, the spectators wander off 
to patronize the famous night 
clubs, restaurants and clip joints 
of Fisherman’s Wharf. Hours 
later, as day breaks over Mount 
Tamalpais and the Marin hills, the 
sturdy fleet noses back to port, 
and there is virtually no one on 
the dock to hear the fishermen’s 
lament; “No money this time.” 

“Money,” to the families who 
live by the nets they scrupulously 
mend on Fisherman’s Wharf, is a 
synonym for “sardines.” 

For more than 50 years, these 
families—-mostly of Italian, Portu- 
guese, Greek and Yugoslav de- 
scent—have been wresting sar- 
dines and a living from the sea. 

As the sardine season’ opened, 
they donned the picturesque na- 
tive costumes of their old coun- 
tries and paraded through the

In normal years, the 2000 “sar- 
dine families” shared an annual 
catch which netted about three 
million dollars, 


They were proud during the war 
when’the War Food Administra- 
tion assumed full control of their 
industry because of its importance 
to the nation’s dinner table. Sar- 
dines, you see, are: useful for 
much more than midnight snacks. 
Their protein content is so high 
that many of them are crushed 
into poultry feed. The 39 sardine 
canneries of the San Francisco 
area also turn out tons of vitamin 
rich oil and fertilizer. 


Although they had to skirt mine- 
and anti-submarine nets 
during the war years, and carried 
firearms just in case a Japanese 
undersea raider might show up, 
the doughty fishermen came 
through with record catches. They 
helped the Navy patrol the rugged 
Coast, and the Navy helped them, 
too, by having its blimps report 
sightings of the silvery fish. 
Sardine fishing is, at best, a 


haphazard trade. When the purse 
seiners put out to sea, their 11- 
man crews rarely know their des- 
tination. Chiefly by instinct and 
experience, they nose around in 
the hope of stumbling into a big 
school. When they had a definite 
tip, they could steer for an exact

HE abruptness with which Ja-

the sardines disappeared. The de- 
mobilizing Navy pulled in most of 
its blimps, and the purse seiners 
found themselves steaming futile- 
ly. “No money,” they mumbled, 
“The money must have gone some- 
where else.” 


But all fishermen are gamblers, 
and the sardiners hoped that this 
year’s catch might recoup their 
unexpected losses. So far it's 
turned out to be worse. 

Mustachioed Pietro Safino, who 
owns his own fishing craft, the 
San Pietro, shook his weather- 
reddened cheeks and opined that 
“we're catching less money this 
season” than any time in his 30 
years operating out of Fisher- 
man’s Wharf.

sociation, composed of business 
men whose industries depend on 
the “money” catch, tried to rem- 
edy the situation through ‘Opera- 
tion Smelt.” The association char- 
tered the Pearl Harbor, an &0-foot 
purse seiner, and equipped it with 
as much war-developed detecting 
devices as it could coax out of the 
Navy. 

The Pear] Harbor cruised hun- 

dreds of miles of ocean, but its 
supersonic listening devices—the 
same type of equipment once used 
to pick up enemy submarines— 
failed to detect any schools of sar- 
dines. One of their difficulties, 
the experimenters confessed, was 
that no one was quite sure what a 
school of sardines would sound 
like. 
Some research-minded fisher- 
men thought that a few frisky 
showoffs in every sardine school 
might give away their location by 
leaping into the air and register- 
gt a radar scope, They might, 
but they haven't so far. 

What's happened to the sar- 
dines? Every fisherman has his 
own theory, and the gist of them 
all is: “We'll find the money to- 
morrow night... maybe.” 

Frances N, Clark of the Bureau 
of Marine Fisheries of the Cali- 
fornia Fish and Game Division at- 
tributes the sudden disappearance 
of the sardines from their tradi- 
tional home waters to “unfavora- 
ble oceanic conditions, to a low 
ebb of the population, or to a 
combination of these factors.” 
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ISSATISFIED with this nebu- 
[) ious explanation, the fishermen 

sought: further enlightenment 
from Dr. W. N. Chapman, curator 
of fish for the California Academy 
of Science. He advised them that 
their industry needed more re- 
search. 

“To learn about fish,” Dr, Chap- 
man said, “why they appear as a 
certain place at a certain time— 
or, more important, why they don’t 
—you've got to go to their habi- 
tat. Ocean currents and tempera- 
tures must be studied.” 

And this research, he added, 
would require several years time 
before it .turned up any definite 
answers. 

The confused fishermen returned 
to their boats and wondered why, 
after half a century of feeding 
their families, the little sardines 


should suddenly learn how to hide 
so effectively. 

Frugal people, the men of the 
sardine fleet have long hoarded 
their earnings, using their savings 
to improve their boats. Several 
had enough dollars accumulated 
to acquire former rum row speed 
craft, or retired Navy sub-chasers. 
They spend their days mending 
nets and keeping their boats 
shipshape, and their nights hunt- 
ing the elusive sardine, 
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HAT to do if the disappear- 
W ance of the pilchard from this 

area turns out to be perma- 
nent? 

The fishermen shrug. Some talk 
of loading their families and 
household goods on their boats 
and heading to some other more 
profitable fishing ground—possibly 
even as far off as Australia or 
the South Seas, But, supposing 
they did move that far, where 
would they market their catch? 

There is also some talk of pos- 
sibly moving the San Francisco 
sardine fleet to Monterey, down 
the coast, but there, too, the odor 
of the canneries has been consid- 
erably weakened this year by the 
fact that the catch is poor. San 
Pedro sardiners have been doing 
a little better, but not much. 

What to do? “I think I go out 
again tonight,” said Pietro Safina. 
“I think maybe we find the money 
tonight.” 


A good catch—the average sar- 
dine boat has hold space for 150 
tons—means money in the pockets 
of every crew member, since the 
value of the haul is generally 
divided on a _ percentage basis. 
The owner of the craft generally 
pockets about 40 per cent, with 
the rest split among the crew. 

Some sons of the fishing fleet 
families have broken away from 
their ancestral occupation, run- 
ning large and small restaurants 
on Fisherman's Wharf, They, too, 
are currently complaining about 
a postwar business slump. The 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers 
and sailors who thronged San 
Francisco during the war years 
fre mostly gone now, and their 
free spending is missed by the bar 
and restaurant entrepreneurs. 

But the old fishermen turn a 
deaf ear to these complaints. 
“Hmph,” they snap, “what do you 
expect from a business as risky 
as that?”

In each 
of these towns a “course” of four 
or five concerts is sold to the pub- 
lic for a relatively small subscrip- 
tion price.

G.I? Version 


Evans Gives 'Hamlet' 


Touch of Melodrama 
By Myles Standish 


UST what is different about Maurice Evans’s “G.I.” version of 
J “Hamlet,” which the actor brings to the American Theater tomor- 
row night, has justifiably puzzled or tu va? a great many 
persons interested in seeing it. | 
A comparison of the current Evans version with the complete 
text, which he performed in 1937-38, and reading of his preface to 
the printed play, show that he did more than merely cut the play 
from four hours to two hours and 45 minutes for the sake of getting 
his soldier audiences back into their quarters for lights-out. 
“Hamlet” is almost always cut for stage predentation. But the 
deletions in this case were for the sake of speeding up the action, 
particularly at the end, so it would reach a state of melodramatic 
excitement, to eliminate werdiness and dull discourse, and to give 


the play an immediacy that would catch and hold the interest of 
soldiers. 


THE VERY IDEA of ge Shakespeare to soldiers on the 
islands through the Central Pacific must have seemed’ sheer lunacy 
at first to Evans's superiors. The G.ls’ ideas of entertainment 
aren't eating, 5 supposed to go much beyond such things as Betty 
Grable’s legs. But we know from our isolation in the wilds of China 
that soldiers, desperate for entertainment, will sit patiently through 
any sort of show, no matter how horrible, and like it. So it is not 
surprising that they gave a fair hearing even to Shakespeare. 

Evans realized, course, he wasn’t presenting a performance 
for scholars who could analyze the finer shades of interpretation, and 
he rather welcomed the challenge. He reasoned that “Hamlet” 
endured for more than 300 years of theater primarily because it was 
entertaining, though it is not usually thought of in that light, and 
it was entertainment he would stress.

Shakespeare himself, Evans 
believes, showed in his other plays he had small respect for dreamers, 
and probably intended Hamlet to represent “a thoroughly normal 
man waging the eternal struggle of the individual against society.” 
Each soldier was seen by Evans as “each in his own way a Hamlet, 
bewildered by the uninvited circumstances in which he found himself 
and groping for the fhoral justification and physical courage de- 
manded of him.”

comedian.” Then, too, there was the fear the soldiers would think 
the gravediggers “corny” comedians. 


THE LENGTHY eset of RE and his father is elimi- 
nated from the first part of the play, and a good deal of the bumbling 
garrulousness of Polonious is blue-penciled. So is much of the long 
discourse with the players and lines of their play within a play. But 
other scenes often eliminated were kept in. Although cut to a nub, 
the plotting between the King and Laertes was retained for the sake 
of excitement and suspense, and the “How on all occasions” soliloquy 
was left untouched as a “must” for soldiers. 

To make the play seem more immediate, court costumes of a 
Middle European nineteenth century flavor were used, with stress 
on uniforms. This is scarcely radical. There is plenty of precedent 
for departure from Elizabethan costumes or togas in presenting 
Shakespeare—Basil Sydney did Hamlet in a tuxedo. 


EVANS FELT he had © nek his a reward when, at the 
point where Hamlet exclaims, “Thus conscience does make cowards 
of us all,” a G.I. in the audience shouted: “Boy, you ain't kiddin’!”; 
and when another commented: “They must have done a lot of re- 
writing to bring this up to date.” 

Of course, reasons for angling the play for soldier audiences 
would not necessarily apply to civilian ones, But Producer Michael 
Todd had a hunch that if the soldiers liked it, so would New York, 
He proved right. The production ran 147 performances on Broadway, 
a new record for the play.

Taxes—Although personal’  in- 
come tax,reduction in some form 
seems likely, a general overhaul- 
ing of the tax structure is prac- 
tically out of the question until 
next year or later. 

The change in majority parties, 
plus reorganization of Congress, 
knocks out chances of action thi 
year on anything so complex an 
time-taking. 

Reciprocal Trade — A Western 
Democratic Senator is willing to 
bet that for political reasons alone 
the Republican majority will not 
insist on revision of the reciprocal 
trade law this year. 

His reasoning; If even a minor 
depression occurs, the Republi- 
cans would be placed on the de- 
fensive trying to prove that their 
higher tariff policies did not bring 
it. on by stunting the nation’s 
foreign trade. 


Peace With Peril—-Peace in the 
soft coal industry may come at a 
terrific cost to the United Mine 
Workers and to the prestige of 
John L. Lewis if an influential 
group of southern operators has 
its way. 

The southern operators helped 
bring about a split-up of the in- 
dustry’s National Bargaining Com- 
mittee, through which Lewis won 
his first industry-wide contract in 
1945. 

They warned Congress last 
week through Attorney Forney 
Jphnston that unless legislation is 


‘ enacted to prevent strikes over 


welfare funds, or unless the min- 
ers agree to drop their five-cent 
tonnage royalty for such a fund, 
a shutdown is inevitable. 

That would occur, Johnston in- 
dicated, when the Government at- 
tempts to turn the federally-op- 
erated pits back to their owners. 
This is scheduled for no later 
than July 30. 

Should a shutdown arise, the 
union will be in a fight for life 
in the South. Thé hitter struggles 
which mark the slow unionization 
of the southern mines may break 
out anew, 

Reserve Chess Board—Appoin- 
ment of Lawrence Clayton to the 
seventh post on the Federal Re- 
serve Board, vacant more than 10 
years, is expected to bolster the 
authority of Chairman Eccles. 

Clayton was assistant to Eccles 
on the board before going to Bos- 
ton in 1945 to operate a securities 
business. 

Well-informed persons say one 
reason for filling the post was to 
further outweigh James K. Vard- 
aman Jr., who has often opposed: 
Eccles vigorously and sometimes 
publicly. With board members M. 
S. Szymczak absent advising the 
military government in Germany, 
and other members frequently 
missing meetings, Vardaman’s 
weight had been magnified. 

Although Vardaman was a Tru- 
man appointee,. the President's 
closest finance man, Secretary of 
the Treasury Synder, has been on 
Eccles’s side. 


British Communistse—The Brit- 
ish Empire and Commonwealth 
Communist conference in London 
late this month will be watched 
for expressions of a unified pro- 
gram. 

Delegates will come from the 
United Kingdom, Australia, Bur- 
ma, Canada, Ceylon, Cyprus, In- 
dia, Ireland, Malaya, Palestine and 
South Africa. 

The conference will follow im- 
mediately the British Communist 
Party’s annual congress, which 
will consider two resolutions. 
One will urge continued co-oper- 
ation “with all that is best in the 
labor movement.” The other will 
condemn Britain’s foreign policy. 


New Jets — Army Air Forces 
probably will announce five new 
jet bombers, the first actually 
built as jets from the runway up, 
before the end of summer. By 
the end of the year they will un- 
veil four new jet fighters. 

Recently disclosed jet-propelled 
bombers, the Douglas CB-43 and 
Northrop XB-49, were modifica- 
tions of conventional types. 


Psychology—France, which has 
demanded economic attachment of 
the Saar, has decjded to increase 
food shipments to the area. A 
cabinet spokesman says this is 
partly to “create a psychological 
effect” but that it is hoped the 
food will enable Saar workers to 
step up production, particularly 
of coal.

Petroleum Enterprises Ramify Into Nursery, 
Candy Kitchen, Drug Store, Altering 
U.S. Living Standards,

NEW YORK, Feb, 15 (AP)— 
The oil industry, spreading faster 
than a prairie fire, has swept past 
the filling station to the nursery, 
the candy kitchen and the drug 
counter. 

Back in 1914, at the beginning 
of World War I, it was basically 
a fuel enterprise. 
Now, 33 years later, the indus- 
try is able to count egg-packers, 
dish-washers, cable insulators, 
road builders, construction engin- 
eers, candle makers, chewing-gum 
manufacturers, ointment pro- 
ducers, insect exterminators and 
paint producers all in the same 
fold. 

In all there are more than 500 
by-products of oil. 


Products with Oil Ingredients. 
For instance, the asphalt you 
walk on comes from oil. The soap 
you wash with, the anti-freeze 
you put in your car, the wax- 
container in which your milk is 
delivered, all have oil ingredients. 
A sourdough swapping wild an- 
imal skins for kerosene at a klon- 
dike trading post and a kid spend- 
ing a nickel for chewing gum 
sealed in a paraffin wrapper at 
a suburban candy counter are 
tapping the same source. 

The synthetic rubber in your 
tires, some of the medicine you 
use, even the ink in your pen is 
closely associated with oil, 
These hundreds of by-products, 
made possible when men learned 
to break up crude oil and separate 
its elements, have altered Ameri- 
can living standards to a point 
where few men, women or child- 
ren remain uninfluenced by it. 
Similarly, the character of the 
oil industry has changed. Once 
a basic fuel proposition, it is now 
a widening empire of multiple 
by - products with pyramiding 
sources of income. By-products

Industry's Financial Position, 

By wholesale incorporation of 
its products into the national liv-

Its basic commodity and many 
by-products are so interwoven 
into industry, agriculture and 
daily living that where one seg- 
ment slumps, others automatical- 
ly take up the slack. 

One oil man put it this way: 
“We don't. mind bad weather, 
When motorists can’t get out on 
the road, they stay home and 
burn more fuel.” Fair weather or 
foul, American motorists used 30 
billion gallons of ges last year, 
Despite boom tendencies, prices 
rose only fractionally. 

Figures on Gasoline Price Rise. 

On Jan. 1, 1946, a check of 50 
cities disclosed an average price 
of 20.24 cents a gallon. On Jan. 
1, 1947, a check of the same cities 
showed tke price to be 21.73 cents 
a gallon. 

The airlines bought 11,100,000 
barrels of aviation gas in 1946, 
a peace-year record. The armed 
forces bought only 2 million bar- 
rels of aviation gas but supple- 
mented it with holdover wartime 
stocks of 12,000,000 barrels. 

The armed forces also pur- 
chased 20 million barrels of motor

Grant Teddy Roosevelt Also Bid 


ForMore Than2 Termsas President 


Move to Put Constitutional Limit on Tenure 
Raises Issue on Precedent Set by 
George Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP)— 
The move to put a constitutional 
two-term limit on the Presidency 
spotlights a political question as 


old as the nation itself. 

George Washington set a prece- 
dent by declining a third term. 
Franklin Roosevelt completely 
smashed it. Between those two 
occasions some 140 proposals to 
limit presidential tenure were 
launched in Congress. 

None of the previous measures 
passed both the Senate and the 
House. In order to become a part 
of the Constitution, the current 
Measure must be ratified by at 
least 36 Of the states in addition 
to gaining approval of the Senate 
and House by two-thirds majori- 
ties. The proposed améndment is 
Republican-sponsored but won the 
support of several Democratic 
Congressmen. 

It Has Been Passed by the House. 

Although President Roosevelt's 
successful bids for third and fourth 
terms were the only full-fledged 
breaks with the tradition, two 
other Presidents challenged it — 
Ulysses S. Grant and Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

Two years before Grant's turbu- 
lent second term ended, there were 
reports he would run again. In a 
letter to a Pennsylvania Republi- 
can he said: “I don’t want a third 
term any more than I did the 
first.” He added, however, that 
“the people were not restricted to 
two terme by the Conatitution.” 

Congress Killed Third Term, 

Congress virtually killed a third- 
term movement at the time, The 
House, by a majority of 234 to 18, 
adopted a resolution in 1875 that 
“the precedent established by 
Washington and other Presidents 
has become by universal concur- 
rence a part of our system of 
Government.” 

Four years after his second 
term, Grant let his name be pro- 
posed for the 1880 Republican 
nomination. This was assailed as 
“Caesariem,” but Grant scoffed: 
"~The idea that any man could 
elect himself President is prepos- 
terous and a reflection on the in- 
telligence of the people.” The con- 
vention chose Garfield ag a com- 
promise candidate. 


Theodore Roosevelt stepped up| 


to the Presidency after the assas- 
gination of McKinley in 1901. Re- 
elected in 1904, Teddy said: 

“On the fourth of March, I shall 
have served three and a half years 
—and three and a half years con- 
stitutes my first term. The wise 
custom which limits the Presidents 
to two terms regards the sub- 
stance and not the form, and 
under no circumstances will I be 
a candidate for or accept another 
nomination.” 

Views of Teddy Roosevelt. 

In 1912 he became the candidate 
of the Bull Moose Progressives in 
the famous campaign which split 
the Republican party and resulted 
in the election of Woodrow Wil- 
son. Teddy insisted he was still 
opposed to a third successive term 
but said the tradition did not 
apply to a President who had re- 
tired and lost control] of the party 
machinery. 

In 1916 Roosevelt's name was 
placed in nomination for the 
Presidency at the Republican Con- 
vention, but he made no campaign 
and Charlies Evans Hughes was 
chosen. At the close of the World 
War, Teddy was considered one 
of the leading 1920 G.O.P. presi- 
dential possibilities, He died, how- 
ever, in January 1919. 

The current proposed amend- 
ment would prohibit any person 
serving more than two terms, or 
portions of terms, even if there 
was an intervening period between 
any of those terms or part terms. 

Presidential tenure was debat- 
ed by American political leaders 
even before the present govern- 
ment was established. Thomas 
Jefferson and several others fa- 
vored limiting the President to a 
single term. Terms of six, seven 
and 20 years were suggested. 

No Constitutional Limit, 

Alexander Hamilton opposed 
limiting the “eligibility” of the 
President and he once proposed 


the Chief Executive be allowed to 
serve during good behavior. The 
Constitution, as adopted, simply 
fixed a presidential term of four 
years, It makes no mention of 
the number of terms a President 


may serve, 
Washington's supposed attitude 
has been cited by both advocates 
and opponents of a third term. 
There was no indication in his 
farewell message that he had any 
idea he was setting a precedent. 


He merely said that a new pres- 
idential election was coming and 
it seemed proper to announce his 
resolve “to decline being consid- 
ered among the number of those 
out of which choice is to be 
made.” 

Third - term defenders have 
made frequent use of the follow- 
ing excerpt from a letter written 
by Washington to Lafayette while 
the American Government was 
being established: “I can see no 
propriety in precluding ourselves 
from the services of any man 
who in some great emergency 
shall be deemed universally most 
capable of serving the public.” 
Jefferson Opposed Third Term. 

Jefferson has been thé standby 
of third-term opponents. Jeffer- 
son, who served two terms, said 
he feared perpetual eligibility of 
the President “would make the 
office one for life first, and then 
hereditary.” 

Andrew Jackson, in his first 
message to Congress, advised lim- 
iting the service of the President 
to a single term of four or six 
years, Jackson acceded to de- 
mands of followers that he run 
for a second term but made no 
attempt to get a thiyd term. He 
stepped out of office just before 
the panic of 1837. 

The Democratic convention 
which nominated Woodrow Wilson 
in 1912 adopted a platform favor- 
ing a single presidential term. It 
urged an amendment to the Con- 
stitution making the President in- 
eligible for re-election. Shortly 
after his first election, President 
Wilson said frankly he was op- 
posed to limiting the President to 
a single term. 

He said such a measure would 
“cut off the efficient as surely 
and inexorably as the inefficient” 


and that a President might not 
have enough time in one term to 
carry out a constructive program. 
| A Coolidge third-term “boom” 
still showed signs of flowering in 
|1928 after the Vermonter had 
made his famous “I do not choose 
to run” statement, 
LaFollette’s Resolution. 

Senator Robert M. LaFollette 
Jr... Progressive, introduced an 
anti-third term resolution, worded 
almost identically with the resolu- 
tion of 1875 aimed at Grant’s pos- 
sible ambitions. 

The Senate adopted the LaFol- 
lette resolution by a vote of 56 
to 26. As introduced, it had a 
“Kicker” last paragraph which 
would have put Coolidge on the 
spot if he decided to run again. 
It said: “Resolved that the Senate 
commends the observance of this 
precedent by the President.” This 
paragraph was removed before 


adoption of the. resolution. 

When Franklin Roosevelt ac- 
cepted his third-term nomination 
in a radio address from the White 
House, the Nazis had overrun 
France and the low cotntries of 
Western Europe. He said: “My 
conscience will not let me turn 
my back upon a call to service. 
The right to make that call rests 
with the people through the 
method of a free election. Only 
the people themselves can draft a 
President.” 

His only previous public state- 
ment on the third term question 
was during a party dinner speech 
on March 4,,1987. He said: “My 
great ambition on Jan. 30, 1941, 
is to turn over the desk and the 
chair in the White House to my 
successor, whoever he may be, 
with the assurance that I am at 
the same time turning over to him 
a nation intact, a nation at peace, 
a nation which has proved that 
the Democratic form and methods 
of national government can and 
will succeed.” |

GRAVEL driveway runs back to a spacious two-

To 
this building, known as the Cenacle, go women, singly 
and in groups, to make religious retreats. 

During their recent vacation between terms, 30 
Catholic girls from St. Louis University’s School of 
Social Service + eye three days at the Cenacle. In 
theory, these girls did not seek to escape from life, 
but to temporarily retire from the pressure and dis- 
turbing influences of the everyday world so they might 
re-evaluate their spiritual and material problems under 
the guidance of religious instruction. e retreat pro- 
gram calls for an atmosphere conducive to introspection 
and contemplation, for freedom from physical cares. 

Silence is asked of the retreatants—a silence self- 
im , mandatory only in that noise and talking be 
held to a minimum. As the retreat progresses, the 
silence becomes at once tranquil and dramatic, setting 
the spiritual undertone. 


From mass at 7:15 in the morning, the day advances 
through periods of meditation, hymn singing, confer- 
ences, talks with the religious, and prayers. Confer- 
ences, usually held four times daily, are in the chapel, 
consist of 40-minute sermons delivered by a priest acting 
as Retreat Master. Expounding basic generalities of 
church doctrine—purpose, evaluation and rededication 
of life—the talks are designed to aid retreatants in 
solving their individual problems. At nine in the 
evening lights are turned out. 

The St. Louis Cenacle is at 7837 Natural Bridge 
road, one of nine similar retreat houses for women in 
this country. It is staffed by 21 nuns—12 devote their 
time to instruction and consultation, nine attend to the 
material needs of the home. Gardens and livestock 
furnish most of the food. 

Payment is in the form of voluntary offerings— 
averaging nine dollars—for the three-day period. The 
Society of Our Lady of the Cenacle was founded in 
France in 1826, began work in this country in 1892.

But the former method is 
followed if the deceased alone was known to 
you.

“With heartfelt sympathy,” or “With love and 
sympathy.” When flowers are addressed to 
the funeral of the deceased, no message is in- 
cluded. If there is a notice in the papers re- 
questing that no flowers be sent, you disregard 
it only if you are a very intimate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness is to send 
a few flowers with a note either immediately 
or a few days or weeks after the funeral to any 
bereaved person who is particularly in your 
thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to 
time—possibly for long afterward—are espe- 
cially comforting in their assurance of con-

OBSTER THERMIDOR is a rich dish usually reserved 
for special occasions. Roy Sisson, chef at the Ameri- 
can Hotel, prepares it according to a recipe of his own.

Saute four 
fresh or canned sliced mushrooms slowly in two table- 
spoons butter until tender. Add lobster meat and heat 
but do not fry.

Stir in cream sauce and cook only until mixture is colored 
a faint pink. Fill lobster shells with mixture, top with a 
few spoonfuls of egg sauce, sprinkle with paprika. Place 
under broiler flame for about five minutes. Egg sauce 
topping scorches easily and must be watched. 

To make cream sauce, melt two tablespoons butter 
in a saucepan. Add one and one-half tablespoons’ flour. 
Blend well. Slowly add one cup thin cream. Stir con- 
stantly, cook until thick. Season with one-fourth teaspoon 
salt. Sauce is delicate, must not be overcooked. 

For egg sauce, place two beaten egg yolks, four 
tablespoons cream and one-eighth teaspoon salt in a 
double boiler. Cook over hot water, stir constantly until 
thick. Add tablespoon butter, stir well until smooth. 

To boil live lobsters place them head first in boiling, 
salted water. Water should be boiling rapidly when each 
lobster is put in. Cover and boil for 25 minutes. Twe 
one-and-one-half-pound lobsters will serve four persons.
